Lawrence the Other, and Both 
Named by Judge Grosscup. 


DEAL KEPT QUIET ONE DAY. 


Snap Judgment in Face of Stock- 
holders’ Committee. 


LATTER LIKELY TO CONTEST. 


The whisky trust has been placed in the 
hands of receivers. Judge Grosscup of the 
United States Court, on the application of 
three comparatively small stockholders, ap- 
pointed President J. B. Greenhut and E. F. 
Lawrence receivers of the $35,000,000 Dis- 
tillers’ and Cattle Feeders’ company. The ap- 
pointment was made Monday evening at the 
residence of Judge Grosscup, No. 4257 Grand 
boulevard, It was kept a secret in the busi- 
ness world until 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. During the day 12,500 shares of stock 
were sold on the New York market, and prices 
closed at 83g, against 986 the night before. 
The news of the appointment of receivers did 
not leak out until two hours after the market 
closed. 

In throwing the company into his own 
hands as a receiver President Greenhut took 
a snap judgment, which will bring down on 
his head the wrath of the stockholders’ com- 
mittee and that of the holders of the 830, 
000,000 of stock whom they represent. A 
short time ago acommittee of stockholders 
was appointed to consider plans for reorgani- 
zation. That committee consisted of Richard 
B. Hartshorne, John I. Waterbury, and F. M. 
Lockwood. When the committee was ap- 
pointed early in January it took up the work 
at the request of over $10,000,000 of the 
stock. A circular was issued Jan. 17, which 
announced it to be the intention of the 
committee to make a full investigation 
of the affairs of the company and effect 
an entire change in its management and 
methods, The circulars announcing the in- 
tentions of the committee, couched in exceed- 
ingly strong language as they were, brought 
in a flood of proxies, until it is asserted the 
committee now represents nearly the entire 
list of stockholders, 

Meeting of the Committee. 

The circular also brought the management 
of the company toa sharp understandmg of 
the fact they were to face at the coming an- 
nual meeting a most vigorous opposition. 
The committee wishe. to make an appoint- 
ment to meet the officers of the company, 
and they wired they would come te Peoria so 
as to meet them today. President Greenhut 
asked them to postpone the visit for a day, 
alleging he could not get his Board of Directors 
together before. Preparations then were 
made immediately to apply for a receiver. 
The three stockholders who signed the bill 
are said to hold but 1,700 shures of stock. 
The company became a voluntary party to 
the proceedings, entering an appearance, and 
the result was President Greenhut was put in 
a position which, if he can maintain, will 
prevent the stockholders’ committee from 
carrying through its plan for a change of 
management. The especial point of interest 
now will be whether the newly appointed re- 
céivers, when the situation is fully explained 
to the court, can maintain their position. 
The prospect is good for an attempt being 
made to oust them. It is certain this com- 
mittee will not sit quietly by and allow 
the man against whom the chief charges of 
mismanagement and worse than mismanage- 
ment have been made to continue to control 
the company under the authority of the Unit- 
ed States Court. 

‘Not only is there sharp criticism of the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Greenhut as a receiver, but 
attention also is drawn to the fact the other 
receiver is one of Nelson Morris’ co-directors 
in the First National Bank, while Mr. Morris 
has a $550,000 suit pending against the com- 
pany for non-fulfillment of contract. 

Wants to Be Heard. 

The committee is represented here by Levy 
Mayer, and Mr. Mayer, when he learned of 
the march which had been stolen on his cli- 
ents, vent into court and asked that no orders 
be entered in the proceedings without giving 
him an opportunity to be heard. Judge Gross- 
cup agreed to that. 

“Some weeks ago, said Mr. Mayer last 
evening, we were retained by Messrs. Harts- 
horne, Waterbury, and Lockwood, the com- 
mittee appointed by the stockholders, to act 
as associates to their New York counsel. I 
am just in receipt of a message from the com- 
mittee to the effect they represent nearly 
800,000 shares, or $30,000,000, of the 
stock. Last Saturday the committee wired 
Me, Greenhut asking for an appointment in 
Peoria, when they could go over with him the 
affairs of the company. They set this Wednes- 
day as a convenient time. He replied by wire 
that Thursday would be more satisfactory be- 
cause he could not get his directors together 
till then. We had no information nor did the 
committee have any notice that an applica- 
tien would be made for the appointment of 
receivers, Even though such an appoint- 
ment was made Monday evening, the first 
notice of it we received was about 
4 o’clock this afternoon over a private wire in 
New York. I at once uppeared before Judge 
Grosscup on behalf of the committee and re- 
quested no orders be made in the proceedings 
nor motions entertained without our first hav- 
img received due notice. ‘Thecourt thereupon 
directed such notice should be served upon 
us. I have now no comment whatever to 
make upon the receivership proceedings, nor 
upon the personnel of the receivers, nor am I 
at liberty to state what legal course we shal! 
pursue. That will be taken in court and it is 
proper it should be first known there. All the 
committee and their New York counsel will 
be here probably Friday or earlier.“ 

What the Bill Avers. 

The bill which accompanied the application 
for a receiver sets up that the Distillers’ and 
Cattle Feeders’ company was organized in 
1889; that during 1890, 1891, and 1892 it 
was very prosperous, though during the lat- 
ter part of 1892 the competitors of the com- 
pany began to be very aggressive, and sever- 
al combinations were formed for the purpose 
of attacking and, if possible, breaking it 
down. Upto 1893 the company paid nearly 
$6,000,000 in dividends to its stockholders.

The as- 
sets are thought to be sufficient to 
pay all the debts of the company, 
leaving a small balance to be distributed 
among the stockholders, if the company liq- 
uidated in a careful and business-like man- 
ner; whereas, if affairs are left to go on as at 
present, sheriffs’ sales and other processes 
will eat up the property of the company, 
leaving not only nothing for the stockholde 
but some of the debts unsatisfied. © . 

The bill recites the proceedings in quo war- 
ranto begun by Attorney-General Moloney 
and the judgment rendered -against the com- 
pany in the Circuit Court of Cook County. 
and, although the case hus been appealed and 
is now pending in the Supreme Court of the 
State, it is set up that the entry of such

WHY A RECEIVER WAS APPLIED FOR, 


Eastern Stockholders Considered It the

Action on Amendment Deferred. 


It was expected that action would be taken 
on this proposed amendment at the regular 
quarterly meeting of the association which 
was held yesterday, but a ballot was deferred 
as the number of members necessary to vote 
a change in the constitution was lackmg. The 
matter was discussed at some length and in a 
lively way. one member voicing the senti- 
ment of the objectors when he said any man 
who could truthfuily sign such an affidavit 
was fit for membership in any orthodox 
church without further confession of faith. 
The Chicago Underwriters’ Association 
from the wording of its by la ws, seems to be 
a sort of Poo Bah in the fire insurance 
business. ‘There is nothing it does not do or 
attempt to do. It fixes the rates at which 
risks may be taken, classifies the property of- 
fered for insurance, defines the districts to be 
operated in, specifies the commissions to be 
paid, and even dictates who may or may not 
engage in the business in Chicago and Cook 
County. This is not a charge made by disaf- 
fected members. It is openly stated in the 
by-laws of the association. So far-reaching is 
the influence of the organization that it 
is practically impossible for any com- 
pany, agent, or broker not on its member. 
ship list in good standing, to do business, 
whether they believe in the necessity of the 
association or not. Most of the insurance 
men in Chicago think some kind of an organ- 
ization that will attend to the work of fixing 
rates and classifying risks is essential, but few 
of them hold that it is necessry or proper for 
such an association to be conducted in a man- 
ner that virtually shuts out legitimate com pe- 
tition and makes it impossible for men to be 
free agents in the conduct of their business. 


How Members Are Classified. 


There are 274 members in ‘the Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association, and these for the 
reasons stated comprise every broker and the 
representatives of every company, with one 
exception, in Chicago, This membership is 
divided into five classes, designated as Nos. 
1,2, and 3 and A and B. Clase 1 has 56 
mem bers, who are officers, managers, and gen- 
eral agents, who have full authority to direct 
the affairs of their companies in Cook Coun- 
ty, and these men are allowed to do business 
anywhere in this county.

High Rates of Insurance. 

Chicago people pay about $5,250,000 every 
year to the insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in this city for protection against loss by 
fire. This premium, it is claimed, is fully 
twice as large as the natural conditic ns war- 
rant. In proof of this several -comparisons 
have been given to Tun Tripunz by men of 
integrity and long experience in the insur- 
ance business. One of these cites the case of 
a large firm that has warehouses in both Chi- 
cago and New York. The buildings are said 
to ve similar in construction, size, and sur. 
roundings and the contents are nearly identi- 
cal. The rate for insurance in New York is 
24 ceats per $100 on the building and 65 
cents on the contents. In Chicago the charge 
is $1.50 per $100 on the building and $1.75 
on the contents. 

Another local firm doing an extensive busi- 
ness all over the country pays $1.50 on build- 
mg and $1.85 on contents for its insurance 
here, while in Baltimore it gets precisely the 
same risk covered for 55 and 65 cents per 
$100. These firms desire their names with- 
held for the reason that they would be still 
further discriminated against and, perhaps, find 
it impossible to get insurance on any terms, 
should their identity be disclosed. This con- 
dition, it is said, is due to the control of the 
Underwriters’ Association by men who are 
anxious to get big premiums so their com- 
missions will be big. There is an Under- 
writers’ Associationin New York, but its 
powers are not so dictatorial as those of the 
Chicago body, mainly because there is com- 
petitionin the East-while there is virtually 
none here. 

It will be news to many people doubtless 
that insurance companies do not fix the 
rates of premiums. That is done by the un- 
derwriters and the copy of their by-laws pub- 
lished last October contains the minimum 
tariff for the various classes of risks. An in- 
surance company has the right to decline any 
risk offered if the premium is not iarge 
enough, but it has no power under associa- 
tion rules to accept a good risk at less than 
the underwriters’ tariff, even if satisfied that 
the rate is too high. To do this means expul- 
sion and expulsion means inability to do 
business, as the other agents and brokers 
to whom it must look for the bulk 
of its custom are not permitted to 
give an expelled member any business.

Wasuinetox, D. C., Jan. 20.—The amount 
of gold withdrawn from the New York Sub- 
treasury today was $3,066,000; from Bos- 
ton, $83,000, making the total for the day 
$3,149,000, which leaves the gold reserve 
$48,616,193. 

New York. Jan. 28.—[Special.]—The an- 
nouncement was made this morning that 
Treasury had authorized the Superintendent 
of the Assay Office to exchange gold bars for 
gold coin at a premium of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent: It is probable that the exporters will 
take some of the bars this week at that price, 
although some of them do not hesitate to say 
that before many days the government will 
be glad to give them the bars at par. 

re was nochange in public sentiment 
this morning regarding the situation aud the 
President’s message, but the belief was gen- 
eral that the present Congress would not do 
anything to relieve the country from its em- 
barrassment until compelled by their con- 
stituents to adopt the President's recom- 
mendations about issuuig a gold bond. In the 
meantime the banks ure taking a conserva- 
tive course by restricting their loans and 
strengthening their reserves against the ex- 
pected emergeacy.

FINANCIERS ARE GIVEN A SHOCK, 


National Bank of Commerce Proposes to 
Open Gold Accounts.” 

New Tonk, Jan. 29.— [Special. I— Wall 
street received a shock today in the announce- 
ment that the directors of the National Bank 
ot Commerce had passed resolutious ad vocat- 
ing gold accounts. The matter was for the 
hour more tälked about by the bankers and 
brokers than the threatening financial situn- 
tion. That the conservative and staid Bank 
of Commeres should be the one of all bauks 
to advocate the opening ol gold accounts with 
customers was an additional surprise to the 
“street.” It was the last bank which would 
have been suspected of having such ideas. 

The Cleating-House Association in 1878 
passed resolutions prohibitemg any bank be- 
longing to the association from carrying gold 
accounts for customers. Bankers know that 
if this gold account“ was allowed it would 
not take twenty-four hours to convert many 


large stationary accounts.heid by timid de- 


eee into gold avegunts. Many of the big 
nking houses which habitually carry large 
balati¢es would at onde set aside a portion of 
their deposits to be carried as a “gold ac- 
count as u sort of safeguatd in the event 
gold reaches a premium. All of these gold 
accounts would be held intact against such an 
exigency, and with the gold now in circula. 
tion would be swept out of sight before the 
public coujd realize what had happened. 

All this is known to the bankers. Hence 
their surprise when they heard the dirgctors 
of the Bank of Commerce had passed resolu- 
tions éalling on President Nash of the Clear- 
ing-House Association to call a meeting of the 
latter at onee for the purpose of having the 
tule against gold accounts rescinded. 

President W. W. Sberman of the Bank of 
Commerce is regarded as a careful, conserva- 
tive financier, and Wall street doubted he 
would sanction the act of the Board of Diree- 
tors. Mr. Sherman is out of town and the di- 
rectors acted by themselves. These directors 
ate J, Pierpont Morgan, William Libbey, 
Frederick Sturges, Charies Lanier, Charles 
H. Russell, Alexander E. Orr, John S. Ken- 
nedy, and Woudbury Langdon. The person- 
nel and financial and business interests of 
these directors lends, in the eyes of Wall 
street, additional sign jicance to their action.

He be- 
lieves this loan should surely be placed in 
Europe that the proceeds might therefore be 
secured to the United States Treasury. 

M. Lazard of Lazard Freres & Co., the 
principal exporters to France of Anuterican 


gold, said: 

The present situation must lead all European 
investors in United States securities of any 
sort to consider whetherit is wiser to realize 
upon them promptly, even ata loss. than to ex- 
pose themselves to payment ina depreciated 
currency. Your govérninent, to save all its in- 
dustrial enterprises from such aisaster as 
would follow a forced sale of all European 
investments, must at once restore confidence 
concerning its capacity to meet its engagements 
in currency acceptable to the markets of the 
world. In view of the absence of au internation- 
al agreement fixing the ratio of gold to silver 
there must be a clear determination of the Unit- 
ed States Government that ail obligations, 
public or private, shall be paid in gold. The 
reconstruction of the monetary system of the 
United States should be studied at once by a 
commission of experts composed of prominent 
bankers, members of chambers of com- 
merce, and others familiar with the gen- 
eral subject and the needs of the people. 
Meanwhile, in order to meet the present ex- 
igency, a foreign loan seems an imperative 
necessity. I cannot believe the government 
will allow its credit to be jeopardized, but will 
take prompt action to prevent European in- 
vestors from hasty action in sacrificing their 
American investments. It must be remembered 
that Kuropean capital was the most important, 
if not indispensable, factor, in developing outer 
prises in the United States. AS matters 
ard that capital now absolutely refuses to 
risk further investment.

CHICAGO INDORSEMENT FOR GROVER. 


Bankers and Business-Men Highly Com- 
mend His Méssage for Bonds. 

Leading Chicago bankers and business-men 
believe President Cleveland’s recommenda- 
tions to Congress afford a solution of the cur- 
rency question, and they united yesterday in 
a telegram to Senators Cullom and Palmer 
and Congressman Aldrich urging the passage 
ofa bill in conformity with the President’s 
recommendations.

and with the advice and consent of the Board 
of Commissioners of any County, said con- 
tract for supplies, food for dieting prisoners, 
and material used in said jail, shail be let to 
lowest bidder after the advertisement by the 
Superintendent of Public Service, and all 
contracts for supplies and materials for use 
of inmates of said jail of whatever nature 
shall be approved by the Board of Commis- 
sioners and signed by the President, the 
Superintendent of Public Service, and the 
constables. Supplies shall be issued only on 
the requisition of the Sheriff as jailer, ap- 
proved by the Committee of Public Service 
and subject to the same rulesas the other 
county institutions éstablished by law. 


Would Make a Big Difference in Cook. 


Now, if Senator Humphrey’s bill becomes a 
law the prisoners in the County Jail of Cook 
will be fed by contract, and that will make a 
difference of probably $20,000 a year in the 
Sheriff's fees. The bill only applies to Cook 
County. and as John Humphrey is one of the 
best fighters ever in the Legislature, the bill 
is entitled to respect. The Senator admits he 
is not on the best terms with the Sheriff, nor 
does he entertain for Mr. Pease the love Jona- 
than is popularly believed to have held 
toward David.

Senator Humphrey introduced a bill to re- 
vise the law in relation to falls and jailers, 
and another providing for the appointment of 
clerks for the offices of Treasurer, Coroner, 
Sheriff, and County Recorder of Deeds, and 
for their compensations, 

Senator Higbee introduced two bills pro- 
viding an appropriation of $70,400 for the 
maintenance of the State Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb at Jacksonville, and another 
appropriatmg $35,800 for the State Instita- 
tion for the Blind at Jacksonville, 

Senator Anthony introduced three bills as 
follows: 

To abolish the three days of grace allowed by 
law for the payment of bills and notes; to amend 
the law in relation to 1 notes, muking 
them more binding obligations for the greater 
security of the lender; to restoré to courts of 
record their common law powers, permitting 
Judges to impanel juries and instruct jurors 
orally and to sign bills of exception either in 
term time or during vacations, when outside the 
county of their jurisdiction.

Senator Chapman—Appbropriating $3,000 to 
defray the expenses of conveying conyicts to and 
from penitentiaries for the purpose of withess or 
a new trial. 

Senator Hamer—To punish officers of corpora- 
tion who refuse to issue certificates of stock to 
stockholdérs by a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $1,000, and by imprisonment. 

Senator Bartiing—To amend the act authoriz- 
ing towns and townships to maintain free libra- 
ries and reading-rooms.

TWO APPROPRIATION BILLS FAVORED. 


Senate Committee Will Recommend Anna 
Hospital and Military Measures, 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
whieh held its initial meeting today, voted 
unanimovsly to recommend the passage of 
the bill introduced by Sentitor Green appro- 
priating $190,000 for rebuilding the south 
dormitory and wings and the Administration 
Building of the Southern Hospital for the In- 
sane at Anna, This amount also includes the 
cost of other improvements, removing the 
débris, and repairing the datnage done by fire 
at the institution. 

Adjt.-Gen. Orendorff addressed the commit- 
tee on the military appropriation bili. He 
said the strikes during the last year had cost 
the State $860,000. The last Legislature had 
4 25 — $120,000 a year for the expenses 
of the Illinois National Guard. One hundred 
and five thousand dollars of this amount had 
been used toward paying the expenses in- 
curred during the strike. About $202,000 
of the money hecessary to pay the soldiers 
had been advanced on pay-folls by 
persons with the understanding that 
they should receive a 6 per ‘cent 
rate of interest on their loan. 
The deficiency existmg now is about 
$254,721 and this amount is appropriated. 
He said as the contingent fund had been ex- 
hausted it would require $30,000 to pay the 
expenses of the National Guard until July 1, 
when the regular appropriation will be avail- 
able. The rough usage to which the uniforms 
were put duri the strike had left the sol- 
diers almost without uniforms. Most of the 
companies had never been issued overcoats, 
and for the purpose of purchasing new uni- 
forms throughout it has been estimated that 
it will require about $80,000. The total 
amount appropriated by the bill reaches 
nearly $368,000. The bill contains an 
emergency clause.

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TAGES THE POOLING MEASURE, 


123 Po Says It Would Authorizs a Huge Trust 


with a Billion of Capital to Control 
Legislation and Wages<Information 
Asked for Touching Chic:go Roads 
Iilincisans Made Hopeful of Getting 
the New Postofflee- Ihe House Passes 
the Sugar Discrimination Bill, 
 Wasutneror, D. C., Jan. 29.—|Special. ]— 
Senator Chandler of New Hampshire, who has 
built up a peculiar reputation as a fighter of 
rations and monopolies, did not wait for 
the friends of the pooling bill to get that 
measure started in the Senate, but forced the 
Achtung this morning and got in ahead of the 
formal consideration of the bill, Since the 
meeting of the committee last week it has 
been understood Senator Chandler would lead 
the opposition against the pooling bill, but it 
was supposed he would wait untilit was 
brought to the formal ‘consideration of the 
Senate and content himself with parliament- 
ary skirmishing to prevent its being taken 
from the calendar. He began the fight on 
his own account, however, this morning, by 
throwing into the railroad camp a large-sized 
bomb with a aery short fuse. There was noth- 


ing for the Senate to do but to adopt the reso- 


lution which he offered, callmg on the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission for information, 
but at the same time if afforded him the text 
for one of the strongest short arguments yet 
made against the evil possibilities of railroad 
combinations. 

It was easy to see the effect of his state- 
ment that the pooling bill would permit the 
formation of a gigantic raiiroad trust with a 
billion of capital and a hundred million of 
profits, forming a combination which would 
de able to dictate absolutely legislation in 
State and Federal Legisiature. The New 
Hampshire knight of the people, who is far 
from being a Quixote and never wastes his 
lances on windmills, began the disturbance 
by the introduction of the following: 

Resolved, That the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission be directed to send to the Senate a state- 
ment prepared from the later returns to the office 
of the commission showing the capitalization of 
all and each of che eight principal railway lines 
transporting passengers and merchandise be- 
tween Chicago and the Atlantic seaboard; show- 


ing also the proportion which such capitaliza- - 


tion bears to tie total capitalization of railroads 
of the United States, and including also for the 
last year a statement of the aggregate gross and 
net income of said lines, also compared with the 

ross and net income of all the railroads of the 
Dnited States. 


Chills the Coterie. 


This was enough to set the teeth on edge of 
the coterie of Senators who are determined 
to get the pooling bill before the Senate in 
advance of other legislation admitted to be 
in the interest of the people. But Senator 
Chandler went further and proceeded to ex- 
plain the necessity for securing the informa- 
tion requested from the Inter-State Commerce 

Jommission. He said in substance that this 
information was necessary to understand the 
effect of the bill recently reported from the 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce. He 
quoted the section of the bill allowing pooling 
and continued: 

The authority given by this paragraph is stu- 
pendous. Undersuch authority all the railroads 
of the country may pool all their gross and net 
earnings from all sources. They may virtually 
unite and form one company or partnership with 
a capitalization of equal to that existing June 30, 
1893, of $10,506,235,410, the gross earnings of 
which were for the year then ending $1.220,751.- 
874, and the net income after paying fixed 
charges was $111,058,034, Iney may agree to 
commit the management and disposition of this 
gross or net income to a managing board of ten 
or even of three officers of the various roads. 
This board can be given authority and discretion 
to pay.out for the purpose of controlling Loris 
latures, State or national, or other public officers, 
or for any other purposes, such portions as they 
may see fit of the gross or net earnings of this 
gigantic partnership, and afterwards to divide 
the remainder of the net earnings among the 
various companies according to arbitrary fixed 
portions of 100 per cent of the whole. 


Could Control Wages. 


The profits of railroad management depends 
largely upon the rate of wages paid to employés. 
The companies may embody in their partnership 
agreement.a schedule of wages for all classes of 
railroad operatives to be maintained upon all 
the railroads of the country. In short this 
eleven thousand million partnership is given un- 
limited power of railroad consolidation; all 
railway competition anywhere in the country is 
abolished by act of Congress; rates of fares and 
freights for the whole country may be fixed by 
one managing body. In view of the attempt thus 
made to create an eleven thousand ‘million road 
monopoly with unlimited power to fix railroad 
rates and the wages of railroad labor, I feel it to 
be my duty to endeavor to secure certain amend- 
ments. 

The Senator then read the amendment he 
offered in committee and which he has since 
proposed in the Senate. He then said he 
could see no reason for the rejection of the 
amendment, holding that if it is not intended 


that the Inter-State Commerce Com mission 


shall make an investigation then the prom- 
ise is a fraud and a deception on the people.“ 

Mr. Chandler announced his intention to 
offer another amendment, as follows: 

Every sueh contract shall contain a stipulation 
binding each party thereto in case of differences 
or controversies between said party and its em- 
ployés to submit the same to arbitration, if such 
arbitration shall be proposed by said employés, 
under the law of Oct. 1, 1888, creating Boards of 
Arbitration for such cases; provided, however, 
that by mutual agreement the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission may act as arbitrators under 
such law, with the powers given thereby. 


Mr. Chandler said: 

To omit to adopt this amendment, if this bill 
is to pass, will place the 873,062 railroad work- 
men of this country under the iron heel of as 
merciless a tyranny of employers of labor as the 
world as ever seen or any taskmasters since the 
days of Pharaoh have ever been able to contrive. 
] am willing at a time when the railways of the 
country are suffering under universai depression 
in business to vote for any legisiation to which 
they are justly entitled, and willing to modify 
the anti-pooling clause of the inter-State com- 
merce law, but [ am hot willing to give without 
contest or struggle all power over railroad 
rates for travel — freight transportation. and 
over the wages of the labor of 600,000 workmen 
to six-thousand-million or elven-thousand-milil-

Washington is filling up with Congressmen- 
elect these days, and particularly is this true 
of the Western contingent of those who want 
to learn the ropes ana view the scene of their 
future labors as statesmen.

S. 8. Barney of the Fifth Wisconsin District, 
and the latter was an interested auditor dur- 
ing debate on the sugar tax.

Thefe was a short but decisive meeting of 
the House Elections committee for the con- 
sideration of the Steward-Childs contested 
elections case from the Eighth Illinois Dis- 
‘treet. After hearing the argument of the con- 
testant’s counsel, who asserted that his client 
had received twenty-five more votes than Mr. 
Childs, the committee admitted the evidence 
of thesitting member, from which it ap- 
peared he had received 274 more votes than 
the contestant. It did not take the commit- 
tee long to make up its mind in the inutter, 
and when the arguments were concluded an 
executive session was held which lasted about 
a quarter of an hour. Mr. Childs must have 
felt highly complimented by the action of the 
committee, for without a dissenting voice a 
resolution was adopted declaring the sitting 
member entitled to his place in the Fifty- 
thira Congress and that Lewis Steward was 
not elected and was therefore not entitled to 
his seat. This action was somewhat of a sur- 
prise to both sides, inasmuch as the decision 
had not been counted upen before the closing 
days of the present session. Chairman Brown 
of Indiana was instructed to make the report 
to the House in this case, and Mr. Childs will 
serve out his term as a Congressman. 


SUGAR DISCRIMINATION BILL PASSES. 


It Has a Big Majority but Is the Subject 
of Strong Speeches, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan, 20.—[Special.]— 
The meat shippers of the West have cause for 
gratification at the way in which the bill to 
repeal the discriminating duty on sugar was 
pushed through the House today. Chairman 
Wilson had received private assurances from 
both Republicans and Democrats in the Sen- 
ate that if the House passed a bill repealing 
the one-tenth duty on sugar and attempting 
nothing else it could be pushed through the 
Senate. With this assurance in view the 
Democratic leader on the floor refused 
to permit any amendments to the re- 
pealing bill. As a consequence the House 
voted down the most important of all, that 
offered’ by Mr. Hopkins of Illinois, which 
made the repeal dependent on the removal of 
the embargo on American meat. There was 
really no opposition to this, but at the same 
time it was felt it might open ‘the question of 

2s reciprocity treaties and thus precipitate 
an interminable tariff debate in mne Senate, 
so.the House voted down the Hopkins amend- 
ment by about the regular vote of 102 to 52. 
Other amendments offered by the Republic- 
ans were similarly disposed of and then the 
bill repealing the discriminating duty on 
suger was passed by the overwheiming vote 
of 239 to 31, most of the Republicans voting 
with the Democrats for the express purpose 
of relieving the great meat interests of the 
West. 

During the debate Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.) 
entered into a criticism of the statements of 
Mr. Wilson, made Saturday, in which the 
latter asserted that the revenues under the 
new tariff law were increasing and that a sur- 
plus was in sight. Mr. Dingiey said he would 
range alongside of this rosy view of the situa- 
tion the impressive words of the President’s 
message yesterday fraught with impending 
disaster and distress. ‘the statements were 
absolutely irreconcilable. Since the tariff 
bili went into effect up to Saturday night last 
the deticiency was $44,000,000, He made a 
lengthy argument to refute the position taken 
by Mr. Wilson Saturday regarding the reve. 
nues. 

. Reed Says the Measure Is Trifling. 

Mr. Reed (Rep., Me.), who closed the gen- 
eral debate tor his side, declared the pending 
bill was trifling, because no one expected it 
to become an act. It wasin that respect, he 
said, like much of the legislation proposed in 
this Congress. Intrinsically the bill was of 
importance in that hedid not desire Con- 
gress to commit itself too hastily to the ill- 
advised opinion of the Secretary of State. 
But the bill was being pressed, not because it 
was of importance to us from an economic 
point of view, but because it was 
suid to contravene some of the treaty 
rights. This proposition involved a peculiar 
situation. Germany granted a bounty for the 
benefit of her sugar growers and manufactur- 
ers, to give them an opportunity to sell in our 


markets. We, acting under our rights, de- 


cided we would protect sonte of our citizens, 
the Louisiana planters and the sugar trust, 
Germany’s bounty acted directly against us, 
ana we simply contravened their act. Mr. 
Reed called attention to the conflicting opin- 
ions of the Secretary of State and the Attor- 
ney-Generai, the latter bemg strong in the 
opinion that this duty did not violate the 
treaty with Prussia. Mr. Reed added to 
the Attorney-General’s opinion that of 
Couat Hatzfeld, who stated in 1888 
that such was the opinion of the 
Imperial Government of Germany. Mr. Reed 
asked what evidence had been adduced to 
show that our meats had been exciuded by 
Germany because we had impused this differ- 
ential on sugar. When this administration 
came into power there was $107,000,000 in 
tho Treasury in gold. That was the surplus, 
Since then the administration has borrowed 
$117,000,000, making in all $224,000,000, 
Suppose the revenues had equaled the ex- 
penditures and the gold had been puid out, 
there would be in place of gold the equivalent 
in greenbacks, That is the situation in a 
nutshell. If this had occurred, no one would 
have asked that the greenbacks should be re- 
tired from circulation. What is our duty? 
It is vety plain. Make the revenues equal to 
the expenditures. Do it at once, We, on 
our side, are always ready to do our part to 
sustain the government. [Republican ap- 


plause. ] Wilson Makes Denials. 


Mr. Wilson closed the general debate with 
a brief speech, in which he denied that he had 
said that Germany had not discovered dis- 
eased meat among our exports. Sporadic 
cases would naturaiiy be discovered, but put- 
ting together Germany’s protest against this 
duty before the passage of the tariff act with 
her subsequent act 19 the further 
importation of our t he reiterated the be- 
lief that no one can doubt that one was the 


cause of the 


other. Proceeding then to chal- 
s statement that his (Wi- 
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tial imposed solely for the benefit of the 
sugar trust, and he made an earnest argu- 
ment in favor of striking it out of the ‘anff 
act along with thé differential against — 5 
bounty pas ing countries. Mr. Wilson said it 
would gratify him if this amendment could 
be adopted and this bill become a law, but he 
realized that this amendment, if adopted, 
would defeat the bill, He therefore asked his 
friends to vote down the amendment. There 
were two Ways in which the sugar trast could 
defeat the bill, striking off the one-tenth on 
sugars from bounty-paying countries, first, by 
killing it on the square, and, second, by load- 
ing the biil with amendments so that it could 
not pass the Senate. 


Hitt'« Pertinent Question, 


The gentleman from West Virginia,” said 
Mr. Hitt, “ once said on this floor just before 
the taking of a famous and fatal vote that the 
sugar trust had Congress by the throat. Does 
he still think so?” 

“lam obliged,” replied Mr. Wilson, to 
answer in the line of my previous remarks, 
and whenever a man has his hands at my 
throat and I can only remove it one finger at 
atime I shall do so, r I have 
reason, continued Mr. Wilson, for hoping 
that the bill will pass the Senate.”’ 

Has the gentleman a letter in his pocket? 
suggested Mr. Hitt, and the House laughed at 
this allusion to the letter sent by the Presi- 
dent to Mr. Wilson after the passage of the 
tariff bill by the Senate. 

The amendment was lost (85—105) by a 
strict party vote. 

Mr. Henderson (Rep., Ia.) at this point got 
the floor and delivered a speech which aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm on the Republican 
side.

REPORT TOUCHING THE UNION PACIFIC, 


January Interest Is Defaulted Owing to 
Lack of Funds. 

Wasnuinaroy, D. C., Jan. 20.—A letter ad- 
dressed to the Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroads by E. Ellery Au- 
derson, representing the receivers of the road, 
the Orzanization committee, and the govern- 
ment directors, makes it appear that the de- 
fault in the January interest on the Union 
Pacific first mortgage bonds was due to the 
fact that there waa actually a lack of funds in 
the company’s treasury to meet the payments, 
In bringing their petition for foreclosure 
the bondholders, it is stated, were not acting 
in collusion with the receivera to force the 
government to take action as to the debt set- 
tlement, which has been intimated, but were 
simply pursuing the ordinary course in such 
matters. In answer to the inquiry as to what 
would be the cost to the government of in- 
itiating the experiment on government rail- 
road management by gaining possession of a 
through line of railroad from Council Bluffs! 
to San Franciwo. Mr Anderson makes a 
detailed statement of the number and 
amount of prior liens which would have 
to be adjusted in order to make connections 


complete and provide necessary terminals. 


The experiment, Mr. Anderson says, would in- 
volve an expenditure at the outset of over 


$100,000,000, for which a special issue of 


bonds would be necessary. The pending fore- 
closure suits, he says,do not actually threaten 
the government security since courts of equity 


are invariably disposed to see that junior in- 


cumbrancers bave ample time to protect 
their interests. but he submits that it is not a 
dignified attitude for the United States to be 
asking pustponement of a foreclosure sale to 
protect its own rights as a creditor. 


TO HELP COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS, 


The Interchangeable Mileage Bill Is Passed 
in the Senate. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 20.—In the Sen- 

ate Mr. Frye offered a resolution which was 


agreed to calling for the correspondence with 


the Chief Justice of Samoa and with the 
United States Consul there. 
The bankruptcy bill was then taken up and

The bill to incorporate the National Asso- 
ciation of Florists was passed and Mr. Gor- 
man secured the passage of the biil known as 
the commereial travelers’ bill.“ It amends 
the inter -State commerce law so as to permit 
tne sale of interchangeable mileage tickets to 
commercial travelers. 


VICTORY FOR JUDGE CHARLES D. LONG. 


He Is Granted a Mandamus Resté@ring His 
Pension to $72 a Month. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 29.—Judge Brad- 
ley of the District Supreme Court today 
granted the mandamus asked for by Judge 
Charles D. Long of Michigan to compel 
Commissioner Lochren of the Pension Bureau 
to restore the former rating of $72 per month 
to the plaintiff. The mandamus against Sec- 
retary Smith was denied as unnecessary. 
Judge Bradley laid down the proposition 
that the Commissioner is neither the 
government nor Congress, and cannot 
give or withhold pensions at his pleasure. The 
action of Commissioner Lochren in revoking 
Judge Long’s certificates, it was held, was il. 
legal, and his clear duty, therefore, the court 
said, is to revoke that order, restore the 
former rating from the present rate of $50 
per month, znd enforce continuance of such 
larger payments. Summing up the case, 
Judge Bradley held that the court nad the 
power by mandamus to compel the per- 
formance of that duty, and accordingly 
granted the mandamus asked. 


GERMAN DAIRYMEN MADE OBJECTIONS. 


Reasons Given for Increasing the Import 
Duty on Cottanseed 011. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan, 29.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has received through the State 
Department copies of letters recently received 
from Theodore Runyon, United States Am- 
bassador at Berlin, in which he recites the 
reasons given for the proposed increased 
duty from four to ten marks per 
hundred kilograms. on cottonseed oil 
imported into Germany. The main 
reason given is that cottonseed oil enters 
largely into the manufacture of oleomargarine 
and therefore comes in direct competition 
with butter and affects injuriously the inter- 
ests of the German agriculturists, The 
amount of cottonseed oil imported into Ger- 
many from the United States during the ten 
months ending Uct. 31, 1894, is given as 
1,440,896 gallons of the value of $592,413, 
In order not to interfere with the soap in- 
dustry the government recommends that the 
duty on cottonseed oil when rendered unfit 
for edible use be reduced from 4 to 3.50 
marks.

OOLLEOTOR MIZE WILL FURNISH YOU 
INCOME TAX BLANKS, 


You Can't Escape It, the Collector says. if 
Your Annual Stipend Comes Within 
the Provisions of the Law=He Thinks 
There Will Be Few Attempts at Per- 
Jary- Forms on Which the Returns Are 
to Be Made aud the Questions Men of 
of Money Must Answer. 

Collector of Internal Revenue W. J. Mize is 
ready to receive income tax returns from 
those whose yearly stipend is in excess of 
$3,500, The tax is levied on incomes in ex- 
cess of $4,000, but as a safeguard returns 
must be made by people who receive more 
than $3.500 yearly. The blanks to be filled 
in have arrived from Washington and are 
ready fur distribution. It will be a money- 
saving operation to pay this Visit to Mr. Mize 
between now and the first Monday in March. 
After that the 2 per cent which the law 
names asthe tax on all incomes in excess 
of the exempt amount will be increased 


to 50 per cent asa penalty. A call on the 
Collector is not an absolute necessity, how- 
ever, for if you should let it slip your mind 
the chances are that you will receive a hint in 
the shape of a blank sent through the mails, 
for the government authorities will know 
pretty thoroughly within a week or two just 
who the people are who come under the pro- 
visions of the law. The truth is the officials 
in the Collector's offige are fairly well in- 
formed now about the incomes of the resi- 
dents of Cook County and of the eighteen 
counties outside of Cook in this internal rev- 
enue district. 

There has been one return of income al- 
ready made by a Chicagoan. Up to a late 
hour yesterday afte:noon 100 persons had 
called for the blank returns. As soon as in- 
structions are received from Washmgton the 
blanks will be mailed, but in the meantime 
they may be had ‘on application. Under the 
law the taxpayer must make his return with. 
out notice, so this intimation may be the sav- 
ing of a fine for some one. 

Canvass Must Be Made. 


While the Collector’s force is working hard 
and using every means to get a list of people 
who come under the law, some kind of a can- 
vass must be made after the first Monday in 
March to see that no one has been overlooked 
and deprived of the chance to help the gov- 
ernment along. The bill for an appropria- 
tion to provide for the extra expense attend- 
ant on carryimg out the provisions of the in- 
come tax law is just now going back and 
forth from Senate to House, like a shuttle- 
cock. It may get through tinally and more 
deputies may be hired to help out Mr. Mize’s 
present forces, but, as things stand at present, 
there is but little reason for the muititude of 
demands for this work that are pouring in 
daily on the Collector. The Treasury De- 
partment has been told plumply that the 
work cannot be done well in this district 
without more men, The Illinois delegation 
in Congress has been told the same thing a 
dozen times. Whether it has been duly im- 
pressed or not remains to be seen, 

Here are some of the ways through which 
the Collector's office will get its information, 
depending on the final canvass to verify it. 
The Colleetor would like it impressed ubon 
the people, however, that it is their duty 
under the iaw to make the returns without 
being asked. The statement that no request 
fur a return was made will stay no fines. 
deputies have already turned in a list of those 
people known to them as having incomes in 
excess of $3,500. Then there will come froin 
the office of the Illinois Secretary of State 
a list of all the corporations doing business in 
this district. The officers of these corpora- 
tions will be compelled by law to name their 
employés whose salaries are in excess of 
$3,500. Business houses incorporated are 
easily reached. One fruitful source of in- 


formation—and its existence shows a 
curious side of human  nature—is 
the taxpayer himself. The man who 


calls tor an income tax blank 
is afraid that some other man is going to es- 
cape. This fear leads him to give up the 
names of others whose incomes he is sure are 
as large if not larger than hisown. In addi- 
tion to these means of securing information 
there is the great body of citizens who will 
obey thelaw’s behest simply on knowledge of 
the fact that the law is in force. 


Has No Fear of Perjury. 


Collector Mize is an optimist. He is con- 
vinced that there won’t be much perjury. 
“The tax is light,’ he said yesterday. and 
the penalty is heavy. A man makinga false 
return has 100 per centum added as a pen- 
alty tothe amount of tax ascertained to be 
due.’ Ninety-nine times out of 100 you can 
tell if a man is committing perjury. 

„We will have no trouble with the country 
districts at all. The truth is, all the names of 
taxable peoplein the country section of the 
district are already on file in this office. Tax- 
books, Collectors’ and Assessors’, and talks 
with men about others in their line of busi- 
ness, are means in addition to those already 
given by which we expect to get accurate re- 


turns, 

When the lists are complete we will send 
them on to Washington. In twenty days or 
thereabouts the amount of each man’s assess- 
ment will be sent back and then he must 
walk up and pay. If he does not make his 
payment before July 1 his property is sub- 
jected to a restraint and is sold for the tax 
much in the same way that a Sheriff's sale is 


held. 
Here Are the Instructions. 


The following are the instructions attached 
to blank form No. 365, intended for the in- 
formation of individuals who are subject to 
the tax: 

1. All persons who are required by law to make 
and render a personal list or return of the amount 
of their income, gains, and profits received in the 
preceding calendar year, and all persons who are 
required to make and render a list or return of 
the amount of income, gains. and profits of any 
minor or person for whom they act, shall. on or 
before the first Monday of March in each year. 
make out such list or return in the form and 
manner indicated on pages 2 and 3 of this blank. 

2. The person meking the return shall sub- 
scribe his name thereto in full, and shall state 
his place of residence and occupation, and if he 
is not a citizen of the United States he shall so 
state. 

3. In case such list or return is made for or in 
behalf of any minor or cther person or estate the 
fact shall be stated. The rignt and authority of 
any person who makes and renders such list or 
return on the part and in behalf of another shall 
be disclosed and the fact shown to the Collector 
that such person was vested with such right and 
authority, and that it was his duty to make and 
render such list or return. 

4. The gross amount of income derived from 
any particular source should be given and en- 
tered in the return opposite the name of the 
source or object included in the statement. The 
exemptions and the deductions ailow by law 
shouid be given nextin order, and the several 
amounts should be entered opposite the several 
items of deductions appearing in the return. 

5. The income, gains, and profits received dur- 
ing the year from any source not enumerated on 
the blank shall be given, and the particular 
source from which such income, gains, and profits 
were received shall be enumerated on said return 
under paragraph 15, and the amount of income, 
gains, and profits derived therefrom shall be eu- 
tered opposite thereto. 

Must Swear to It, 


6. The person making the return is required to 
verify the same, by oath or affirmation, as indi- 
cated on the within form, by affidavit to be sworn 
to before some officer using a seal and authorized 
to administer oatus, or before a Collector or 
Deputy Collector of the district. 

7. The income tax must be paid in the district 
in which the taxpayer's return is made to a Col- 
lector or Deputy Coliector of Internal Revenue. 

8. Persons having an annual income of less 
than $3,500 are not required to make and render 
an annual return, but in all cases where the an- 
nual income of any person exceeds the sum of 
$3,500, whether it reaches the taxable limit of 
$4,000 or not, the list or return on Form 365 
should be made by such person, duly verified, 
and forwarded to the Collector of the district in 
which he resides. 

v. Expenses for medical attendance, store ac- 
counts, family * wages of domestic serv- 
ants, cost of board, room or house rent for fam- 
ily or personal us, are not expenses that can be 
deducted from the gross profits or income in 
making annual returns. It was manifestiy the 
legislative intention that the $4,000 exempt from 
the payment of the income tax should be applied 
to the above-enumerated expenses and all per- 
sonal expenses for the maintenance of the family 
and bousehoid of the taxpayer receiving the ben- 
efit of the exemption. 

10. The national, State, county, school, and 
municipal taxes deductibie from incomes com- 

rise such internai revenue taxes as have not 

n included in the expenses of the burden 


upon the real estate of a particular locality on 
account of street improvements, se street 
grade, or other improvements intended to beuetit 
the particular — included in said locality 
are not consi as taxes which may be de-

nual return (Form No. 365) to the Collector with 
his other sources of income. . salaries or com- 
pensation paid to officers or rsons in the em- 
ploy of the Goverment of the United States in 
and for the calendar year 1894 shall be included 
in the annual returns to coilectors, on Form No.

abroad, and by other persons residing cherein 
having an income of more than $3,500 for 
the year 1804; and by persons residing with- 
out the United States owaing property 
therein, or engagedSin any, business, trade, or 
profession carried on in the United States 

during said year; and by guardians and trus- 
tees, executors, administrators, agents, re- 
ceivers, and all persons or corporations act- 

ing in any fiduciary capacity. Mey see 27,

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The ordinance which applies to the West 
Side roads contains a paragraph which grants 
the priviiege to connect the We-t Side and 
North Side roads at State and Lake streets 
ahd to con-truct in State street, from Lake 
to Randolph streets, overhead eiectric wires, 
and to operate cars between said points by 
electric power.“ 

After this grant it jumps to West Harrison 
street, and alter granting the right to build 
many short sections of track here and there 
ail over the West Side and North Side, from 
the Stock-Lards to Lake View, it again re- 
turns to the more interesting topic of down- 
town wires and trolley. 

Permission is given to “ cross all necessary 
bridges,“ which means all bridges now hav- 
ing horsecar tracks. That is plain enough, 
for it is ecarcely probable the compapies 
would care to run their trolley lines from 
city limits to the river by electricity and then 
Substitute horse power. The State street 
* must have a trolley line across it, and 
the Lake street line is specially provided for 
in the same manner. 

By skipping about from one part of the city

HER EVIDESOE BENEFITS DEFENSE. 


Mary Mulgovran’s Story in the Swan Nel- 
son Murder Case. 

In the Moran-Healy trial yesterday Mary 
Mulgovran, who in December, 1893, lived at 
No. 3201 Archer avenue, was puton the 
stand. She is 18 years old and said that the 
night of the murder she was aroused by the 
report of a revolver. She looked outa win- 
dow and saw Mrs. Bjorkman, who lived in the 
next house, and heard her say, addressing two 
policemen, “ What are you —— shooting 
around here for? The witness said Mrs. 
Bjorkman used some very bad and profane 
language. Later Mrs. Bjorkman found Swan 
Neison under her house. Officer Healy 
pulled the man out and the witness said she 
heard Mrs. Bjorkman exclaim: ‘“ My God, it 
is my triend Swan Nelson. Miss Mulgovran 
proved an interesting witness and her testi- 
mony was regard as beneficial to the de- 
fense. She declared she had never spoken to 
ary one about the murder until last night, 
when she went to Judge Byam’s office and 
told him what she knew. Shesaid that De. 
tective Meyer had tried to get her to talk 
about the case and urged her to appear be- 
cause the murdered man was his countryman. 

Annie Began was recalled and acknowl- 
edged she told Detective Meyer au untruth 
when she said to him that she saw nothing of 
the disturbance near her house the night 
Swan Nelson was killed. She said the reason 
she told the detective so was because she did 
not wish to be called as a wituess. 

John Hanlon, police telegraph operator 
at the Deering Street Station, testified that 
Moran and Healy had“ pulled a box every 
hour during the night of Dec. 24. 18939. 

Officer Christopher Huehner of the Deering 
Street Station said that he went with Officer 
Moran some time before the shooting to pur- 
chase a revoiver. Moran bought a 38-caliber 
weapon. Officer Huehner acknowledged that 
he bought four tickets at a cost of 25 cents 
each to be used in some kind of a raffle, the 
proceeds of which formed a defense fund for

Lieut. John Enright of the Deering Street 
Station was called. He said the moruing of 
the tragedy he saw both of the accused offi- 
cers and put Officer Healy under arrest. 
When asked why he did not thoroughly in- 
vestigate the case in the first place he said he 
went to Northelfer’s saloon and secured two 
witnesses and to Bjorkman’s residence and 
summoned three witnesses; that was ail he 
could get. He said be took the revolvers 
carried by the officers from them and sent to 
Moran’s house fer his, The revolvers were 
offered in evidence. They were objected to 
hy the State for the reason that it had not 
been clearly proven that they were the ident- 
ical revolvers carried by Moran and Healy.

THE ISSUE SQUARELY DEFINED. 

There can be no mistaking the fact that the 
President’s message has formally and dis- 
tinotly brought before Congress the issue 
which many members of both Houses have 
striven so long to avoid. It is not, as claimed 
by the silver extremists, an issue between 
gold and silver, but between real bimetallism 
and silver monometallism. The question is 
whether the country shall maintain the pres- 
ent standard of currency values or fall to the 
silver basis, whether it shall avow its deter- 
mination honestly to pay its debts or dishon- 
estly to attempt to repudiate half of them. 


1 It is well the issue is made. It has been post- 


poned too long already. The question is 
pressing for an answer. and President Cleve- 
land has recognized this fact, 

It is not true that the policy advocated in the 
| message and provided for in the Springer bill 
is unfavorable to silver. It would not take 
from the white metal a single advantage it 
now possesses. On the contrary, it would con- 
duce to a larger use of silver and silver cer- 
tificates by retiring all national bank cur- 
rency of less denomination than $10 and issu- 
ing small silver certificates in place of those 
for large amounts, The silver coins and the 
paper issued against them thus wouid be- 
come even to a greater extent than now the 
currency of the people. But it would not 


| drive out the gold from the country, and that 


is just what troubles the silver extremiets. 
They want eil ver to be the only money of 
ultimate redemption, the only money to be 
in the hands of the people, either in fact or 
by its paper representatives. 

Neither does the Springer bill provide that 
all the legal tenders and Treasury notes shali 
be retired from circulation: It simply pro- 
vides adequate redemption for such of them 
as may be presented for that purpose, and 
that after having been redeemed such uotes 
as are so presented shall be canceled. Tne 
Springer bill also does not require that bonds 
shall be issued to the amount of 500 millions. 
Under its terms it would not be obligatory to 
sella single bond if the issue were not re- 
quired to maintain a sufficient gold reserve 
to redeem and cancel such United States 
notes as were presented for redemption and 
“for other purposes, which latter phrase 
must be construed to mean the meeting of 
any possible deficiency in the revenues. But 
it does provide a means for redeeming the 
due bills of the government in honest money 
when such bills are presented by the 
holders thereof, and to that no honest man 
can take exception. Most decidedly the sil- 
ver extremists themselves ought to object !to 
any proposition to redeem witb less-than- 
half-worth silver the Sherman notes which 
were issued in the purchase of silver at 
its bullion value. They would do so if they 
held any of those notes, for it would be the 
basest kind of injustice to redeem in depre- 
ciated silver the notes issued for silver at its 
gold value. That would amount to paying 
ultimately for the silver bullion purchased 
under the Sherman act less than one-quarter 
of the theoretical value insisted on by the sil- 
ver men for the, silver bullion purchased by 
the United States during the three years end 
ing with October, 1893. 

The silver extremists have forced the issue, 
and it must be met. There is no backing 
down possible. They are gloating over the 
prospect that the Treasury of the United 
States will be completely emptied of ite gold 
within the next few days, or weeks at farthest, 
and that then the country cannot avoid, the 
drop to the free silver basis which will reduce 
by more than one-half the value of the 4,600 
millions of ban k deposits, about 40 per cent 
of which ure to the credit of the working 
classes. These fellows calculate that if they 
can only stave off legislation till the drain of 
gold is accom plished their diabolical end ‘will 
have been gained, and this they propose to 
do. There is only one way of meeting this, It 
is for the friends of honest money to rally to 
thé support of the administration in this 
crisis, sinking all minor differences of opin- 
ion when so much is at stake. 
lican members of Congress should esteem it 
their duty to support a Democratic President 
in his desire to maintain the integrity of the 
currency and the honor of the country as so 
many Democrats rallied to the support of thé 
Union under a Republican President when 
the rebels made war on the flag of our Na- 
tion. The friends of honesty outside of Con- 
gress ought to rally, proving unmistakably to 
their Senators and Representatives that they do 
not want a debased silver monometallism at 
home and the national dishonor abroad which 
could not be avoided if the silver extremists 
are allowed to have their way. The people 
should make a pressing demand that the 
President be sustained, and do it speedily, or 
it may be too late. 


OWNERS OF PREMISES WHERE 
BLING IS CARRIED ON, 


Ten days ago Tux Trisune printed two 
bilis which had been drafted under the aus- 
pices of the Civic Federation by Mr. D. K. 
Tenney, one of its members. One of these 
measures was for the punishment of gamblers 
and the suppression of gambling. The other 
was to euable persons who had lost money in 
gaming-houses or bucket-shops to recover it 
by suit. 

Seon after this publieation attention was 
called to the fact that these two bills, the ob- 
ject of which was to replace by more stringent 
and effectual provisions the present sections 
of the criminal code relating to the subject of 
gambling, did not make mention either of the 
punishment of those who rent premises where 
gambling is carried on or their liability for 
damage suits brought by those who had lost 
money in gambling-heWs on their premises. 

The reply made by the draftsman of the 
bills was that personally he was opposed to 
making property-owners liable, but that if 
his measures were passed the omission of any 
reference to property-owners would not re- 
peal those provisions of the present law which 
affect them. The Civic Federation itself has 
had nothing to say on the subject, although 
there has been enough printed about the mat. 
ter to warrant it in coming out and declaring 
whether it takes the same view Mr. Tenney 

This is a point about which there should be 
no doubt. The present lax statutes should be

| made more drastic, The penalty for a first 


offense should be made much more severe 
than it 1 now, for it is ridiculously inade- 
quate. But there should be no abandonment 
of the principle of the liability of the owner 
of the premises. It is an admirable provision. 
But for its deterrent effect the gambier, who

gat quarters wherever he pleased, Were the 
law more severe than it is and the property- 
owner fined more than a hundred dollars for 
a first offense it would not be as easy for gam- 
blers to rent rooms as it is now. 

It will not do to legislate in such a way that 
the question can be raised whether the present 
provisions about the owners of premises have 
been repealed by implication or are still in 
force. If there isa cloud on their validity, 
and it is necessary to go to ‘the Supreme Court 
to settle the question, a great deal of time 
will be required to get that decision, and 
property-owners will be much more inclined 
than now to allow their buildings to be used 
for unlawful purposes. 

This question is one which can be disposed 
of very easily. These bills are meant to bea 
sort of revision and compendium of the anti- 
gaming laws of the State. Those sections 
which relate to the owners of the premises 
should be rewritten and made more stringent 
and the new sections inserted where they 
belong in the bills which have been drafted. 
Then, if they pass, there can be no doubt as 
to what the Legislature means to do. 

Before these bills are introduced the Civic 
Federation should see that this is done, Then 
their measures will be complete. Then it is 
not likely there will bea vote against them, 
-and their stringent provisions will be of serv- 
ice in the war against gambling. But if the 
members of the Legislature get the impres- 
sion that this is class legislation and that 
some offenders are to be punished while 
others, wealthier and more intelligent than 
they, go scot-free it will be impossible to get a 
majority for these bills, and the Federation 
will find itself discredited. ©

MAKING THE CONTROLLER AN ELECTIVE 
OFFICER. 

There was introduced at Monday's meeting 
of the Council a resolution reading as follows: 

That the Corporation Counsel be and he is 
hereby directed at once to prepare an ordinance 
repealing the ordinance now in force under which 
the Mayor appoints and the Council confirms the 
City Controller, and providing for the election 
by the people of a City Controller at the next city 
election; and it is hereby directed that said ordi- 
nanee shall contain every possible safeguard, 
such as authority to prevent overdrafts and the 
right to reject bills not believed to be justified, 
and generaily to regulate the expenditure of all 
moneys placed at the disposal of every depart- 
ment in the City of Chicago. 

It was prefaced by a preamble to the effect 
that the Controller, who is now nominated by 
the Mayor and confirmed by the Council, 
should be responsible directly to the peo- 
ple.“ 

The Council has the authority to pass such 
an ordinance. It can, if it pleases, provide 
for the election by the people of the Con- 
troller, Corporation Counsel, Superintendent 
of Streets, City Collector, and Marshal. Thus 
far it has decided wisely that those offices 
should be appointive rather than elective. It 
has been the belief that on the whole more 
efficient service would be secured if these of- 
ficers were responsible to the Mayor and he 
responsible for them thanif they were re- 
sponsible to the people —which means often 
complete irresponsibility. The majority have 
thought also that if party conventions had to 
nom inate a number of other city officers in 
addition to the four they nominate now 
the nominations, due oiten to trading, would 
be of an inferior character. 

Taking the list of Controllers since the 
adoption of the present charter it is question- 
able whether as good men could have been 
secured had they been nominated by the ward 
delegates. It has deen generally the aim of 
Mayors to select men in whom the public had 
some confidence to occupy that position. A 
Council can refuse to confirm the nominee of 
a Mayor and force him to make another and 
more satisfactory appointment. But the 
man,no matter how poor his record, who is 
selected by the ward bosses is sure to be 
elected if his party is in the majority. 

The Council can confer on an appointive 
Controller such powers and provide for the 
performance by him of such duties as it shall 
deem proper and necessary. No ordinance 
which it can pass to prescribe the duties of an 
elective Controller cun contain provisions any 
more rigid than it can put in an ordinance to 
regulate the duties of Controllers chosen as 
they are now. If an appointive Controller 
breaks the law he can be brought before the 
courts or he can be removed by the Mayor. 
An elective Controller can be prosecuted, and 
that is all. He would be responsible to the 
people, but the people cannot turn out a 
man as quickly as the Mayor can. 

If the Controller should be made elective 
and the ward politicians given another office 
to fight over and trade on tae next step would 
be to provide for the election of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, or Chief of Police, or Cor- 
poration Counsel, so they too might be re- 
sponsible to the people.“ The consequences 
would de disastrous. Make a lav to take the 
Mayor out of politivs and the more responsi- 
bility he has the better it will be. Let him be 
the head of the city government, with power 
to select all his chiefs of departments, and if 
anything goes wrong anywhere he will be the 
one on whom all the blame will fall, Even if 
the Legislature falls short of its duty and does 
not pass such a law an appointive Controller 
will be a better man generally than an 
eleetive one.

A MISERABLE WAY OF GETTING JURORS. 
When the Debs case came on for trial last 
wetk there was no difficulty about getting 
twelve jurors within twenty-four hours. The 
Judge had charge of the matter, and he saw 
to it that the rights of the people were pro- 
tected while those of the defendants were pre- 
served, If this important case had come be- 
fore a State Judge the jury would not have 
been chosen yet. The lawyers would today 
be examining talesmen and endeavoring to 
find out what they read, seid, and thought last 
July, and putting questions desigr.ed to entrap 
them into admitting that perhaps they re- 
membered something about the case. 

Day before yesterday the trial of some men 
charged with election offenses was begun be- 
fore Judge Tuley. The defendants are un- 
known men whose names are not familiar to 
the people, and very little has been said re- 
garding the offense they are alleged to have 
committed, It ought to be a thousand ‘times 
more diffieult to get an unbiased juror in the 
Debs case than in this one. 

The attorneys for the defendants began the 
usual course of putting recondite hypothetical 
inquiries designed to mystify the veniremen, 
and they carried if so far that Judge Tuley 
had to say: 

The methods of obtaining jurors in this court 
are getting to be a disgrace to the administration 
of justice. I- will not allow you to go all over 
creation to find out if a man ever had any opinion 
about anything. Ask him if he formed an opinion 
about the case on trial. What we want to know 
is, has he an opinion now. Find that out if you 
can, a 1 obey Chicage who can read at all 
= say . mal not read something about the 

Thereupon the attorneys solemnly objected 
to these most truthful and proper remarks of 
the court and were told they might “* save 
their point.” If their clients are found 
guilty they will take an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court and will insist that the verdict 
be set aside for various reasons, but chiefly 
because Judge Tuley told them he would not 
let them wander all over creation in examin- 
ing jurors, And it may be that the Supreme 
Court, in its leve for technicalities and its fear 
lest the poor, oppressed, persecuted criminals 
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may come to grief, will reverse on account of 


thése remarks. 

A bill was introduced in the Legislature 
yesterday which provides in substance that— 

Every Judge of a court of record shall bave 
power at his discretion to examine and pass apon 
the competency of all jurors in civil and ¢rim- 
inal cases, to charge juries orally, to limit the 
number of witnesses who may be called upon to 
prove any particular fact, and shall bave power 
at his discretion to grant changes of venue and 
continuances and to sign bills of exceptions any- 
where in the State in term time or vacation. or 
give time for filing the same, to make and grant 
all such orders in chambers as he may deem 


right, just, and proper, and that all cases, both 


civil and criminal, shall upon final review be de- 
ae their merits without regard to tech- 
nicali 


If this becomes the law that miserable sys- 
tem which upset even Judge Tuley’s patience 
will be at an end. Judges and jurors will uo 
longer be bedeviled by lawyers intent on get- 
ting a juty of ignoramuses. The length of 
trials will be shortened and justice will be 
done oftener than now. The population of 
the Joliet penitentiary may be increased, but 
the property and lives of citizens will be 
safer, 
measures to come before the General Assem- 
bly, and a determined effort should be made 
by all who believe in the honest administra- 
tion of justice to secure its | passage. 


THE BROOKLYN STRIKE, 

Every sign indicates that the Brooklyn 
trolley car strike is nearing its end and with 
the usual result. As it does not seem possi- 
ble for workingmen to profit by experience 
it is altogether probable they will fail to read 
and heed the lesson taught by this strike, as 
it has been taught by every strike of the last 
two years. 

Before this strike was declared and while 
the grievances of the motormen were under 
discussion there is no question that the sym- 
pathy of the people of Brooklyn and New 
York was with them. They had some well 
defined grievances. The companies are very 
unpopular. They had not treated the men 
well and they had not treated the public well. 
They compelled their employés to stand 


round idle during a certain part of every day 


and then they deducted the standing time 
from their wages, Had these men when they 
struck behaved like men the sympathy of the 
public would have been with them to such an 
extent that they would have been in a position 
to enforce their demands upon the company, 
even without recourse to the one-sided, sen- 
sational rulings of Juige Gaynor. They did 
not see fittodo this, however. They inau- 
They 
began destroying property and resist- 
ing the law on the very first day, 
and they were promptly reinforced by the 
roughs and toughs and hoodlums of Brook- 
lyn, and soon bedlam reigned supreme, They 
not only made war upon the company but 
upon the rights of the public, with the inevita- 
ble result that public sympathy was soon 
alienated. It then became necessary to meet 
force with force. The troops were called out 
for the protection of the companies’ and the 
publie’s rights, Under the protection of po- 
lice and the militia the company has slowly 
but steadily resumed its operations. The 
strikers claimed that the companies could not 
obtain men to fill their places, but they have 
done so, and the surest proof that they have 
been successful is furnished by the de- 
sire of the men to get back to work 
upon their old terms rather than lose 
their places for good. The strike is not 
yet declared off, as the various unions which 
ordered it must vote upon the proposition to 
call it off, but when that time comes they will 
unquestionably do so because they have for- 
feited public sympathy by their riotous con- 
duct and because they have utterly failed to 
strengthen themselves by sympathetic strikes. 
Sympathetic striking was dealt a hard blow 
last summer, and the Sovereigns and Debses 
and Howards are fighting shy of them. 

In this emergency the companies have done 
what might be expected. They have an- 
nounced that all the new men who have se- 
cured positions and have stood by them at 
the risk of personal assault and mobbing 
shall retain their places and shall be protect- 
ed so long gs they desire to remain in the 
service and are satisfied to conform to the 
rules and regulations of the companies, and 
that thé old men shall not be put back to the 
detriment of the new men. Meanwhile their 
hope of further assistance from Judge Gay- 
nor is disappearing because the operation of 
the lines is proceeding in good shape and there 
are plenty of new men to keép the roads 
in running order and to accommodate the 
public. Will the workingmen of this coun- 
try ever learn that violence does not pay them? 
Can they look back and discover that one 
strike has succeeded which was either inaug- 
urated or accompanied by violence and re- 
sistance to law? Can' they look back and 
find a single instance where, by following the 
incendiary counsels of their. leaders, the 
Debses, the Sovereigns, the Howards, or any 
other of the Master Workmen or walking del- 
egates, they have gained their ends? If they 
have any cool, wise heads among them, any 
who learn in the hard school of experience 
and can profit by its lessons, why do they 
not get together, drive out these agitators, 
and agree upon some plan of settling griev- 
ances with their employers which does not 
involve violence, resistance to law, and the in- 
vasion of the rights of the people? Do they 
not know that people have lost all patience 
with rioting mobs? Do the Brooklyn strikers 
not know they have defeatéd their own 
strike? C 

THE POPE AND THE NEWSPAPERS, 

The so-called American encyclical of the 
Pope, addressed to the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the United States, in one of its 
features is an extraordinary document. Re- 
ferring to the daily press the Pope urges upon 
Catholic writers to take religion for their 
guide and virtue for their constant compan- 
ion. He is further of opinion that journalists 
should emulate the clergy in their devotion to 
the interests of the church, that they “ should 


be equally zealous in this same cause and 


labor in it to the full extent of their powers.” 
Referring further to the duties of Catholic 
journalists the Pope says: 

Those who desire to be of-real service to the 
church, and with their pens heartily to defend 
the Catholic cause, should carry on the conflict 
with perfect unanimity. and, as it were, with 
serried ranks, for they rather inflict than repel 
war if they wasto their strength by discord. In 
like manner their work, instead of being profita- 
ble and fruitful, becomes injurious and disas- 
trous whenever they presume to call before their 
tribunal the decisions and acts of Bishops and, 
casting off due reverence, cavil and find fault, 
not perceiving how great a distarbance of order 
and how many evils are thereby produced. Let 
them then be mindfal of their duty and not ovor- 
step the prapor limits of moderation. The 
Bishops, placed in the lofty position of authority, 
are to be obeyed, and suitable honor befitting 
the magnitude and sanctity of their office should 
be paid them. I. ow, this reverence, which it is 
lawful for no one to negiect, should of necessity 
be eminently conspienous and exemplary in 
Catholic journalists, for journals, naturally cir- 
culating far and wide, come daily into the hands 
of every body and exert no small influence upon 
the opinions and morals of the multitude. 

Closing this remarkable section of the en- 


Byclical the Pope says: Let Catholic writers, 
therefore, bear impressed upon their minds 
our teachings and yours on this point, and let 
them resolve that their entire method of writ- 
ing shall be thereby guided if they indeed de- 
sire, as they ought to desire, to discharge their 
duty well.“ It is evident from the tenor of 
the Pope’s recommendations that he knows 
little of the character of American daily pa- 


This is one of the most important 


si it atts bee Mg ins which will 
be met in trying to turn the American daily 
press into a propaganda for the benefit of the 
Catholic Church. So far as his words have a 
bearing upon the conduct of weekly Catholic 
newspapers no exceptions can be taken to 
them. So far as he would inculcate the prac- 
tice of virtue upon journalists no severer criti- 
cism can be made than to say his advice is 
superfluous. But when he proceeds to the 
point of urging upon Catholic journalists em- 
ployed upon daily newspapers the duty of 
subserving the énds of the Catholic religion or 
reeognizing the Catholic Church in any way 
his pur pose is just as offensive as it would be 
for the leaders of the Protestant Church to 
make a similar demand upon Protestant jour- 
nalists. The Pope has yet to learn what he 
does not seem even to conjecture, that the 
American daily newspapers are not religious 
newspapers in any sense, They employ Cath- 
olics, Protestants, Hebrews, Christians, aguos- 
ties, and infidels alike, asking for no other 
qualifications than those of ability, energy, 
enterprise, and industry. They open their 
columns freely to news from all the denomi- 
nations, and they treat it strictly as news 
from whatever religious source it may 
come, They have no religious opinions, 
policies, or creeds. They print the sermons 
of ministers, priests, rabbis, and nothingari- 
ans and the discourses of infidels alike. Mr. 
Ingersoll has the same chance for a heating 
as Pope Leo XIII. or any one of his repre- 
sentatives, and the printing of their discourses 
does not involve any indorsement of their 
sentiments. They devote considerable space 
to religious matters, more in proportion than 
religious newspapers do to worldly matters. 
and they do this because they have readers of 
all denon ‘nations who want to know what is 
going on in their churches, and who can find 
it out quicker in the daily papers than in the 
religioue. The Pope has made a grave mis- 
take or he is not well posted as to the equip- 
ment and purpose of the American daily 
newspapers, There are many Catholic work- 
ers connected with them, but, as experience 
has shown, there is no danger that they will 
heed the Papa! admonition as to their daily 
duties, They know their business without 
being told it by any one. They will continue 
to be good newspaper men even at the risk of 
being called bad Catholics, as they have not 
the ability to understand the meaning of 
Catholic news or to perceive what a daily 
newspaper has to do with any religion except 
to, print the news about it and let people judge 
for themselves. They may be good Catho- 
lies in the church, but they are first and last 
good newspaper men in the office, exercising 
freedom of opinion, subject only not to the 
encyclicals of the Pope but to the rulings of 
the biue pencil in the hands of the temporal 


power, 


CAN THE COUNCIL BE IMPROVED? 

Two months hence thirty-four Aldermen, 
or half the Council, have to te elected. In 
every ward several individuals are running 
around announcing that they are candidates 
and making desperate efforts to get a nomi- 
nation. It is possible but not probable that 
there are two or three out of the whole num- 
ber who would make decent Aldermen. 

Most of them are eager to break into the 
Council to get what there is in it.“ They 
are not frightened off by the meager pay of 
$3 per meeting, which Mr. Allerton thinks is 
provocative of dishonesty. Behind that 
frowning and repellent honorarium they see 
the smiling face of the franchise broker and 
the outstretched hand offering hundreds or 
thousands of dollars. There are men who go 
into tne Council as they buy a lottery ticket. 
A gas ordinance may be put through while 
they are in. That is equivalent to drawing a 
capital prize, If there is no grand coup in 
the form of a valuable franchise to be dis- 
posed of there are sure to be many small con- 
solation prizes. 

Among the thirty-four outgoing Aldermen 
there are some good men, but there are more 
who have been up to their eyes in rascality 
since they were elected and who have never 
cast an honest vote when they could help it. 
Are they to be returned or are men to be 
elected to succeed them who will be as great 
thieves after they have had a little experience? 
It is for the voters of the wards to decide. 
The tough candidates seem to think the vot- 
ers are on the side of rascality, for other- 
wise they would not press themselves to the 
front so brazenly. 

There are several organizations whose 
members have announced on various occa- 
sions that they were going to make strenuous 
efforts this spring to have decent men put in 
the field. It is about time for them to begin 
to bestir themselves. On two occasions the 
voters of this city have shown that they could 
elect decent Aldermen if they wanted to. 
They did it in November of 1871 and in 
April of 1876. If they feel like it they can 
do it now. 

The offenses of the outgoing Aldermen dur- 
ing the last two years have been numerous 
and flagrant. They have been bribed and 
they have blackmailed, but to some extent 
they have control of the petty machines in 
their wards. Their hope is to intrench them- 
selves behind a regular party nomination 
and then ask for votes on the ground that they 
are Democrats or Republicans. If they are 
accused of stealing they will say “ Never 
mind that; we are sound on the tariff. Our 
municipal politics may be frightful, but our 
position on national issues is unimpeacha- 
ble.“ 

If notoriously dishonest men do manage to 
secure party nominations then it will be 
known what these various organizations 
which desire to reform the administration of 
municipal affairs amount to—whether they 
will leave the field in disgust or whether they 
will make a serious effort to bring out and 
secure the election of men whose capacity and 
honesty cannot be questioned. In 1876 the 
voters in nearly all the wards elected such 
men over boodlers. Is it impossible to do it 
now?

The Catholics, as a last resort, appealed from 


shared by the members of the same com- 
munhion in the Territory which afterwards be- 
came the Province of .Manitoba. They re- 
garded it as essential that the education of 
their children should be in accord with the 
teaching of their church, and they considered 
that such an education could not be obtained 
in public schools designed for all the mem- 
bers of the community alike, whatever their 
creed, and that it could only be red in 
schools conducted under the influence and 
guidence of the authorities of their church. 

At the time when tho Province of Manitoba 
became part of the Dominion of Canada the 
Roman’ Catholic and Protestant population 
in the province were about of equal number, 
and prior to that time there did not exist in 
the territory then incorporated any public 
system of education. The several religious 
denominations had established such schools 
as they thought fit and maintained them by 
means of funds voluntarily contributed by 
the members of their own communion. None 
of them received any state aid. 


Terms for Manitoba. 

The terms upon which Manitoba was to be- 
come a province of the Dominion were a 
matter of negotiation between the representa- 
tives of the inhabitants of Manitoba and the 
Dominion Government, The terms agreed 
upon, so far as education is onecerned, 
must be taken to be embodied in the twenty- 
second section of the act of 1870. Their 
Lordships do not think anything is to be 
gained by an inquiry as to how far the pro- 
visions of this section placed the Province of 
Manitoba in a different position from the 
other provinces, or whether it was one more 
or less advantageous. There can be no pre- 
sumption as to the extent to which the varia- 
tion was intended. This can only be deter- 
mined by construing the words of the section 
according to their natural signification. 

In their decision the Privy Councilors say: 

it has been loarned that the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court was much impressed by the 
consideration that there is an inherent right in 
the Legislature to repeal its own legislative acts, 
and every presumption mast be made in favor of 
constitutional rights of a Legislature to repeal a 
law which it has itself enacted. Their 
Lordships are unable to concur in view 
that there is any presumption which ought to in- 
fluence the mind one way or the other. It must 
be remembered that the Provincial Legislature is 
not in all respects supreme within the Provinces. 
Its legislative power is strictly limited, and it 
can deal only with matters declared to be within 
its cognizance by the British North America 
act as varied by the Manitoba act. In all other 
cases its legislative authority rests with the Do- 
minion Parliament. 

In relation to the subjects specified in Sec. 92 
of the British North America act, as not falling 
within those set forth in Sec. 91, the exclusive 
power of the Provincial Legislature may be said 
to be absolute. But this is not so as regards ed- 
ucation, which is separately dealt withiand has 
its own code both in the British North America 
act and in the Manitoba act. 

How the Fetter Is Put On. 

If upon the natural construction of the lan- 
guage used it should appear that an appeal wes 
permitted under circumstances involving a fetter 
upon the power of the Provincial Legislature to 
repeul its own enactments their Lordships see no 
justification for a leaning against that construc- 
tion. Nor do they think it makes any difference 
whether the fetter is imposed by express words 
or by necessary implication. 

To be determined as to whether a right or 
privilege which the Roman Catholic minority pre- 
viously enjoyed has been affected by the legisla- 
tion of 1890. Their Lordships are urable to see 
how this question can receive any but an aflirma- 
tive answer. Contrast the pusition of the Roman 
Catholics prior and subsequent to the acts from 
which they appeal. Before these passed into law 
there existed denominational! schools of which the 
control and management were inthe hands of the 
Roman Catholics, who could select the books to be 
used and determine the character of the relig- 
ious teaching. These schools received their pro- 
portionate share of the money contributed for 
school purposes out of the general taxation of 
the provinces, and the money raised for these 
purposes by local assessment, so far as it fell 
upon Catholics, applied only towards the sup- 
port of Catholic schools. What is the position 
of the Roman Catholic minority under the acts 
of 1890? The schools of their own denomina- 
tion, conducted according to their views, will re- 
ceive no aid from the State, 

Roman Catholics Included. 

They must depend entirely for their support 
upon the contributions of the Roman Catholic 
community, while the taxes out of which the 
State aid is granted to the schools, provided for 
by the statute, fall alike upon Catholics and 
Protestants. Moreover, while the Catholic in- 
habitants remain liable to local assessment for 
school purposes, the proceeds of the assessment 
are no longer destined to any extent for the sup- 
port of the Catholic schools, but afford the 
means of maintaining schools which they regard 
as no more suitable forthe education of Catho- 
lic children than if they were of a distinctively 
Protestant character. 

In view of this comparison it does not seem 
possible to say that the rights and privileges of 
the Roman Catholic minority in relation to edu- 
cation which existed prior to 1890 have not been 
affected. 

Justice Taschereau says the legislation of 1890, 
having been irrevocably held to be intra vires, it 
cannot have illegally affected any rights or 
privileges of the Catholic minority. But the 
word illegally has no place in the subsection 
in question and appeal is given if the rights are 
in fact affected. 

Appel to the Governor-General. 

For the reasons which have been given, their 
Lordships are of the opinion that the second sub- 
soction of Sec. 22 of the Manitoba act is the gov- 
erning enactment, and that the appeal to the 
Governor-General in counsel was admissible by 
virtue of that enactment on the ground set forth 
in the memorials and petitions, inasmuch as the 
acts of 1890 affected the rights or privileges of 
the Roman Catholic minority in relation to edu- 
cation within the meaning of that subsection. 

The further question is submitted as to whether 
the Governor-General in counsel has the power 
to make the declarations of remedial orders 
asked for in the memorials or petitions, or has he 
any other jurisdiction in the premises? 

Their Lordships have decided that the Govy- 
ernor-Genera] in counsel has jurisdiction and 
that the appeal is well founded, but that the par- 
ticular course to be pursued must be determined 
by the authorities te which it has been com- 
mitted by the statute. It is not for this tribunal 
to imtimate the precise steps to be taken. Their 
general character is sufficiently defined by the 
third subsection of Sec. 22 of the Manitoba act. 
It is certuinly not essential that the statutes re- 
pealed by the act of 1890 should be reénacted or 
that the precise provisions of these statutes 
should again be made law. 

Systems of Education. 

The system of education embodied in the acts 
of 1890 no doubt commends itself to and ade- 
quately supplies the wants of the great majority 
of the inhabitants of the provinee. All legit- 
imate ground for complaint would be removed if 
the system were supplemented by provisions 
which would remove the grievance upon which 
the appeal! is founded and if it were modified so 
far as might be necessary to give effect to those 
provisions. 8 
Their Lordships will humbly advise her Majes- 
ty that the questions submitted should be an- 
swered in the manner indicated by the views 
which they have expressed. There will be no 
costs in this appeal.

Review of the Case. 

Did or did not the Roman Catholic minority 
legally possess a separate school system prior 
to Manitoba’s confederation? The courts of 
Manitoba upheld the provincial government. 
The Supreme Court reversed the decision. 
But in turn this judgment was reversed by the 
Imperial Privy Council, so that the final 
judgment upheld the provincial government 
ana practically exterminated parochial 
schoolsin Manitoba. But the Catholic mi- 


nority did not rest there. It po- 
titioned the Federal Government to 
pass remedial legislation which might 


allow the matter to be reopened. The Fed- 
eral Government thereupon asked the Su- 
preme Court for a judgment of interpreta- 
tion, and upon receiving the decision of that 
beady that the Roman Catholic minority had 
no ground upon which to seek remedial leg- 
islation refused to entertain their petition.

THIS TIME THE JAPS ARE WHIPPED. 


Nineteen Warships Are Driven Away and 
300 Men Killed, 

Loxpox, Jan. 30.—A dispatch from Shang- 
hai saye the Chinese military and naval com- 
manders telegraph via Chefoo that at 3 o'clock 
the morning of Jan. 23 the Japanese fleet ad- 
vanced upon Wei Hai Wei in two divisions of 
nineteen ships. The search lights betrayed 
their presence and the guns of the 
Chinese fleet and shore batteries opened fire 
on the first division of the enemies’ ships 
when they were within a thousand yards of 
the Chinese fleet. The fastest Chinese 
man-of-war and torpedo boats made a 
dash at, the enemy, and, ‘after heavy 
firing, drove them off. The first Jap- 
anese division went to the northwest 
and the second division southward. At the 
same time the Japanese made a land attack 
upon Wei Hai Wei from Ning Hai, This was 
a surprise from the west. The alarm was 
given, however, and the Chinese repelled the 
attack, The Chinese lost twenty-seven sail- 
ora. The Japanese losses amounted to more 
than 300 killed and wounded. Several for- 
eigners are said to be assisting the Chinese. 

Hinosuima, Jan. 20.—4 dispatch received 
here from the headquarter§ of the Japanese 
army operating against the Chinese says a 
strong force of the enemy, which retreated 
from Yung Cheng Shen to the northwest 
without fighting, is now in the vicinity of Ku 
Shang Hon. Large numbers of the enemy 
are reported to be along the coast road from 
Yang Cheng. The dispatch adds that it is 
now possible to convey field guns three miles 
westward, but the roads are bad and it is diffi- 
cult to repair them. 

A telegram from the commander of the sec- 
ond Japunese army announces that a Chinese 
fugitive from Lierking Island, off Wei Hai 
Wei, reports that the Chinese fleet inside that 
harbor numbers eight warships, six gun boats, 
and eleven torpedo boats. 

The hole which was knocked in the bottom 
of the Chinese battleship Chen Yuen when it 
grounded has been filled with cement, but it 
will be unable to fire its heavy guns. The re- 
pairs to the Lai Yuan, the Chinese double 
screw armored cruiser, are incomplete and 
the Kang Chi has no guns. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC SECURITIES FALL. 


Officials in London Much Worked Up Over 
a Recent Development. 

Lo xbox. Jan. 20.— The Pall Mall Gazette 
learns from what it classes as an authentic 
eource that the heavy fallin the price of se- 
curities of the Cunadian Pacific railroad is 
due to the fact that insiders are persistently 


selling large blocks of securities, and 
that their action is due to negotiations 
which are now bein carried on in 


London for the issue of $20,000,000 of 
stock, the interest to be guarenteed by the 
Canadian Government, the money to be ap- 
plied to building a new line paralleling a con- 
siderable section of the Canadian Pacilic 
railroad, Canadian Pacifie railroad officials 
said today they placed ne belief in the story, 
and were of the opinion that the founda- 
tion for it was a “scheme concerning 
which they had heard rumors for a 
month past. the main object of which was to 
float the bonds of a new company iu London. 
They added that the idea of the Canadian 
Government granting a fresh subsidy for an- 
other road was most unlikely, as there was 
no demand in Canada for another line, nor 
was there a likelihood of any such scheme 
succeeding. One of the officials said: 

We have heard here that the scheme is to unite 
a number of the little Canadian railroads, many 


and call the whole a parallel line to the Cana- 
dian Pacific. Itis true that some of these roads 
under their old charters are entitled to a subsidy, 
but I believe thawhole story of goverument aid 
rests on this fact and I am of the opinion that the 
scheme will never be carried out. 

Sir William Van Horne, President of the 
Canadian Pacific, who sails for New York to- 
morrow on the Teutonic, said: 

There is not a man, woman, or child in Canada 
who is seriously thinkingof any such scheme. It 
is easy to get a charter for a railroad in Canada, 
but it is practically impossible to get a subsidy, 
as the government has shut down on all subsi- 
dies. I am unable to identify any particular 
charter under the statement of the Gazette, 
but if there had been anything ia it I should have 
known it. In regard to the fallin Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad stock thereis no reason whatever 
for any such fall outside of the present universal 
bad condition of business on the American conti- 
nent in consequence of low traflic. I know of no 
insiders who are Canadian Pacific sellers of 
stock. 


NICHOLAS WILL UPHOLD AUTOCRACY. 


Russia’s Emperor Makes an Enthusiastic 
Address to His Subjects, 

Sr. Pererssurc, Jan. 29.—The Czar and 
Czarina today received at the Winter Palace 
182 deputations, representing the nobility of 
the chief cities, the Zemstvos or provincial in- 
etitutions, and the different corps of Cossacks. 
Addressing the deputations, the Czar said: 

I greatly rejoice to see you all assembled to 
present your congratulations to the Czarina 
and myself on our marriage. I am fully con- 
vinced of the sincerity of the feelings which you 
have expressed. They are the feelings which 
havé long dwelt in every true Russian heart. 
But I know that at some meetings of Zemstvos 
voices have been heard indicating the wish to 
realize absurd dreams about participating, as 
representative Zemstvos, in the general adminis- 
tration of the internal affairs of state, ete. Let 
every one understand that | shali devote all my 
strength to our dear Russia, but lam as firmly 
resolved as my ever lamented father to uphold 
autocracy. 

The Czar delivered his address in the Grand 
Hall Nicholas, along which the deputations 
were rauged. Behind them were tables on 
which were exposed the gifts brought by the 
deputations. The Czar stood in the middle 
of the hall, surrounded by his Ministers. He 
spoke loudly and distinctly. When he had 
finished his hearers cheered enthusiastically. 
The Czar and Czarina then withdrew to an 
adjoining salon, where the deputations pre- 
seated their respective costly gifts. 
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MOBS ARE DISORDERLY IN RIO NOW. 


Jacobins, So-Called, Are Arousing Hostil- 
ity Because of Stories Published. 

Rio pg JAxRIRO, Jan. 29.—Sinco Friday the 
so-called Jacobins haye been creating disor- 
ders and arousing hostility towards the 
journal of Brazil which published accounts 
of the outrages committed during the re- 
bellion. The mobs have also shown hostility 
towards the govern ment and disorderly scenes 
are witnessed daily. Yesterday evening the 
garrison was under arms, but the police suc- 
ceeded in dispersing the rioters after a few 
trifling conflicts, which were not accompanied 
by any great number of casualties. Tonight, 
however, the Jacobins threaten to attack the 
city and the situation is becoming serious,

there was car smashing and stone-throwing. 

It is said an infernal machiae was found 
between the tracks of the Green Point trolley 
road tonight. Frank Ginnio,a well-known 
business-man of No, 111 Milton street, Green 
Point, saw the paper in which the infernal 
machine was wrapped fluttering in the wind 
aud picked it up. The machine was a glass 
salt-cellar two and a half inches in diameter, 
with a copper covering, from which proceeded 
two copper wires in opposite directions. 

Each of the wires touched one of the tracks 
in such a manner that the first car that passed 
would set off the explosives. Ihe salt-cellar 
was tightly packed with dynamite and giant 
powder, Ginnio took the infernal machine 
to the Green Point Avenue Station. He laid 
it on the desk in front of Sergt. Peter Linch, 
who took it up gingerly and soaked it ina 
pail of water. The machine was then care- 
fully stowed away in an empty cell, 

Forebodes Violence Today. 


The machine was found on Milton street, 
near Franklin. Police Capt. Rhodes lives 
three doors from Giunio and says he is all 
right. No arrests have been made and no 
trace of the person who placed the infernal 
machine between the tracks has been ob- 
tained. The police are much excited and be- 
lieve the attempt forebodes further violence 
today. 

The Presidents of the two big railway sys- 
tems invulved—the Brooklyn Heights and the 
Atlantic Avenue—condewn the withdrawal of 
the New York troops. In their opinion it 
was premature and a grave mistake, The 
rioters feared the troops. The police and the 
Brooklyn soldiers they care little for. The 
situation has also intimidated the new em- 
ployés of the lines and motormen and con- 
ductors are averse to going out witb cars.

To illustrate how wire-cutting went on late 
last night, eleven men traveled from 12 
o’clock until 3:30 cutting and pulling down 
wires along the route of the Fifth Avenue 
line, antit finally they were arrested, On 
fifteen other lines the same work was done. 


Play a Strong Card. 


The striker played another card today in 
causing President Lewis of the Brooklyn 
Heights road to be cited to appear before tne 
Attorney-General tomorrow to show cause 
why proceedings should not be begun in the 
courts to annul the charter of that corpora- 
tion on account of its failure to 
operate the cars as provided by that charter. 
Proceedings also go right on for the manca- 
mus proceedings in Brookiyn. The Presi- 
dents of the roads are not worried a bit over 
the proceedings. The defense of the Brook- 
lyn Heights company in the case before the 
Attorney-General will be the same us of the 
New York Central road under similar circum- 
stances some years ago.

The basis of the ap- 
plication is that the company has _ vio- 
lated its charter by ‘increasing its capital 
stock and by hiring people from Minneap- 
olis, Milwaukee, Chicago, Cincinnati, Pitts- 
burg, Philadelphia, and Jersey City, contrary 
to law, and wy refusing to run cars, This is 
the first suit of the kind in the history of 
labor troubles, 

General Manager Wickes of the Brooklyn, 
Queens County and Suburban company today 
sent his final letter to the strikers’ Executive 
committee, reiterating his position, which is 
that the new men he has hired will be kept. 
The strikers who apply for their old positions 
will be engaged as fast as there are vacancies 
and no faster. One of the five men who are 
leading the strike said at Mugge’s Hall today 
that the companies would soon find their 
troubles had only begun. He said the strikers 
had a trump card up their sleeves. It is the 
boyeott. Today women took a more serious 
hand in the strike than hitherto and used re- 
volvers at Fulton and Sackman streets, In 
alocal riot over a Fulton street car one 
woman drew a small weapon, fred at the 
motorman, and hit the car.

Resolutions Prepared for Presentation to 
the Legisiatare Asking That a Com- 

' mittee of Seven Be Appointed to fn- 

vestigate Charges of Corruption in the 
City=City Council, Police Force, and 
Assessors Included=—Text of the Resolu- 
tiens ta Go to Both Houses, 

The Executive committee of the Civic Fed- 
eration adopted yesterday the draft of a resb- 
lation which is to be presented to the State 
Legislature asking for the appointment of a 
commission of seven to investigate charges of 
corruption in the city and town governments, 
The resolutions will be presented to the cen- 
tral council of the Civic Federation at its 
meeting tomorrow night. The indorsement 
of the full body will be asked and then the 
matter will be submitted to the Legislature. 
The resolutions were drawn by Lorin C. Col- 
lins Jr., Chairman of the Committee on Po- 


_ litical Action, and are as follows: 


Wuereas, It has been charged that grave 
abuses cxist in and about the municipal govern- 
ment of the City of Chicago and County of Cook 
and in the towns of said city, and that in said 
city and county the laws for the suppression of 
crime and municipal ordinances and regulations 
duly enacted for the public peace, security, good 
order, and police are not strictly enforced: that 
said laws and ordinances, when enforced, are 
frequently enforced with partiality and favor- 
itism. and that such partiality and favoritism 
uentiy the result of corrupt bargains be- 
tween offenders of the said laws and ordinances 
and certain public authorities; and 
said public authorities, in the conduct of their 
office and the exercise of their authority under 
the law, are guilty of partiality and favoritism, 
and that such partiality and favoritism are fre- 
quently the result of bargains, corruption, and 
bribery; and in the matters aforesaid. and in 
divers other matters, divers abuses, maladminis- 
tranon, and misfeasance in office are charged 
against public officers. in said city and county 
and in the said towns; and it is represented that 
such abuses, maladministration, and misfeasance 
require for their correction legislation by the

aforesaid is demanded by the circumstances 
brought to the attention of the Generai Assembly 
aud is proper; now, therefore, be it 

Resoived, by the House of Representatives of 
the State of Illinois, the Senate concurring there- 
in, That the Senate ba and it is hereby author- 
ized to appoint three Senators and the

House of Representative four members 
thereof, who shall constitute a joint 
committee of the Senate and House of 


Representatives, and with power to choose 
one of their number Chairman of said joint com- 
mittee, with power and authority to said com- 
mittee to investigate all and singular tho afore- 
said matters and charges, and that said commit- 
tee have full power to prosecute its inquiries in 
“any and every direction in its judgment necessary 
and proper to enable it to obtain and report the 
information required by this resolution: that said 
committee report to the General Assembly with 
such recommendations as in its judgment the 
public interests require; said committee is given 
authority to send for persons and papers, to em- 
ploy a stenographer and such counsel and other 
assistants as it may deem necessary, and to 
hold sessions in the Cities of pringfield 
and Chicago.

Resolved, That it is the sense of the General 
Assembly that it ts contrary to public policy and 
to the interests of good order that any person 
giving evidence before said committee tending to 
show that he has been a party to the practices 
above mentioned shculd be indicted or prose. 
cuted upon evidence so given or admissions so 
made by him. 

A committee of three will be appointed to 
represent the Civic Federation at Springfield. 
The entire delegation from Chicago will prob- 
ably consist of three members, each from the 
leading clubs. The resolutions were drawn 
sufficiently broad to provide for investigating 
the City Council, the Police Department, and 
the Assessors. The resclutions to be presented

ON TRIAL FOR INTIMIDATING VOTERS. 


Ryan, Burke, Tighe, and Chapman Are in 
the Dock. 

James Ryan, Thomas Burke, and James 
Tighe, defendants with Donald C. Chapman 
in the case now on trial before Judge Tuley, 
were arraigned yesterday. They entered 
pleas of not guilty, ana the trial proceeded, 
The charges against these men are the same 
as those against Chapman and the others. 
They are accused of interfering with lawful 
voters while the latter were attempting to ex- 
ercise their right of suffrage at the Twenty- 
fourth Precinct of the Thirty-fourth Ward 
Nov. 6, 1894. The jury was completed as 
follows: Fred Rommel, M. T. Brede, A. M.

accused stand charged, Attorney Forrest ina 
dramatic way said:

Bituminous coal is retailing in Chicago at 
$2 u ton, the lowest price in the history of the 
trade. This abnormal condition is the result 
of a rate war begun by the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois railroad and taken up by the IIli- 
nois Central and other roads, 

* Directly,” said W. P. Rend yesterday, 
the present phenomeneliy low price of 
coal is due to the rate war among the rail- 
roads, But there are other causes behind it. 
Many manufactories are closed down and 
even private consumers are burning less coal 
than formerly. Then, too, mining never was 
80 p. e are causes which are lasting, 
and, though the rate war is only a temporary 
affair, 1 do not think coal ever will go up to 
its former prices. I do not believe Chicago 
properly appreciates the fact that, so far as 
tuel is concerned, it is more favorably sit- 
vated than any city in the world, On this 
fact is chiefly based Chicugo’s claim to su- 
premacy as a manufacturing center.”’ 

The present cut in prices has so far bene- 
fited only Chicago, the low rates having been 
made on business from the coal fields direct 
to the city. At the rates current yesterday 
the warring roads get only three mills a ton 
per mile. It is said this is a net loss of two 
mills a ton. There are no indications of 
peace so far visible and the poor, who are re- 
joicing ut the present low price, are hoping a 
cut of another dollar will follow before the 
matter is settled, Another indirect result of 
the fight is that the Eastern roads practically 
have been driven out of the business, so far 
as 3 is concerned, Ohio, Pennsy!va- 
nia, and West Virginia coal is a drug on the 
market, the price on the Illinois and Indiana 
product forbidding its use by consumers 
with an eye to economy. 

Fifty leading coal dealers met in the Coun- 
eil chamber yesterday afternoon to start a 
crusade against Chicago’s smoke nuisance at 
the request of Health Commissioner Reyn- 
olds and ‘Smoke Inspector Adams, who had 
called them together in the iuterest of IIIi- 
fois and Indiana coal. But the movement 
took a much wider range, Dealers in the 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and West Virginia ar- 
ticle were there also, demanding recogni- 
tion. They got it in the appointment of one 
dealer for each of these States on the Work- 
ing committee, as against two from Iilinois 
and two for Indiana coal. A. L. Sweet pre- 
sided. In accordance with resolutions 
adopted at a previous meetmg calling 
for a committee of nine which should 
inciude an architect, an engineer, a coal con- 
sumer, a representative of the Mayor, and 
five coal dealers—one for the product of each 
of the tive States, Lilinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Pennsyivania, and West Virginia. The Chair- 
man announced as his appointments William 
Hollabird, architect; J. E. Smith, engineer; 
Charles F. Ems, consumer; Gienn W. Traer, 
for Illinois coal; Charles B. Niblack, for In- 
diana coal; Harry M. Taylor, for Ohio; W. 
P. Rend, for Pennsylvania; and F. 8. Pea- 
body, for West Virginia. The city adminis- 
tration was left vacant, to be filled at another 
time. it was decided to give Illinois and In- 
diana double representation, and W. L.

Women ofthe Twelfth Ward Form a Char- 
ity Organization, 

The women of the Twelfth Ward have bond- 
ed themselves togetiier for the relief of the 
poor of their district. The organization is 
auxiliary to the Twelfth Ward Woman’s Re- 
publican club. Mrs. Thomas Robinson, the 
President, had this to say yesterday in regard 
to it: 

In politics the Twelfth is called the Banner 
Ward. But for ali that there is not a ward in the 
city where there are more deserving poor. Cases 
come to our notice daily of women with little 
children who have no coal or who are about to 
lose their furniture. They ara generally people 
who have never had to solicit aid befora.

HOW OPPOSITION TO EXTENSION TO 
‘WABASH IS DROPPED. 


What F. Cortez Wilson, the Moving Spirit 
in the Lake Street Defensive Associa- 
tion, Says Trouble in Securing Bonds- 
men to Back the Injunction Proceed- 
ings=Metropolitan L/ a Friend in 
Need, but When the Two L's Unite 
It Isn’t a Friend in Deed. 


Work in building the superstructure of the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad company’s ex- 
tension on Lake street from Market te Wa- 
bash avenue will begin this morning. Yes- 
terday men were engaged digging away the 
mud from around the foundations for the up- 
rights, teams were hauling iron and distrib- 
uting it along the line, steam was up in the 
big traveling derrick at Market street, and 
everything was in readiness for swingimg the 
ironwork into place. President Louderback 
said last night the building operation would 
be pushed as rapidly as the weather would 
permit and cars would be running to Wabash 
avenue within sixty to ninety days. 

There was a iong fight lasting over four 
years waged against the extension of certain 
property-owners on Lake street who finally 
were beaten from the field a few days ago by 
their unwillingness.to furnish bond in an in- 
junction suit and the withdrawal of their at- 
torneys from the case, There. is another in- 
junction suit pending, that brought by Ers- 
kine M. Phelps, but us it applies to the east 
side of Wabash avenue it does not affect the 
plans of the Lake Street L folks. F. Cortez 
Wilson, who was the leading spirit in the 
Lake Street Defensive Assuciation, yesterday 
gave the following account of the later strug- 
gies and defeat of the opposing property-hold- 
ers: 

Struggle of Opposing Taxpiuyers. 

The attorneys who brought the last suit 
were Collins, Goodrich, Darrow, and Vincent. 
They were recommended to the dssociation 
by a prominent owner of. property on the 
street and a member of the association. Mr. 
Darrow appeared by request at the last meet- 
ing of the association, beld Aug. 6, and said 
he believed the ordinance was illegal and 
could be contested successfully in the courts, 
‘The executive committee also reported to the 
same effect and recommended that action be 
taken immediately to defeat the ordinance. 

hat recommendation was adopted unani- 
mously. A new Executive committee was elect- 
ed, a majority of that committee met at once, 
and Mr. Darrow was engaged to draw the bill. 
The question of furnishing the necessary bond 
had been discussed and a number of gentle- 
men had expressed their willingness to go on 
the bond provided a reasonable number of 
property-owners would unite. The opinion 
was expressed 2 bond might be procured from 
some of the security companies, It after- 
wards was ascertuined the security company 
would not furnish bonds in such cases unless 
indemnified. An effort then was made to 
procure the names of ten property-owners 
who would go upon the bond. Five were 
found who would go on the bond provided 
ten would unite. But five more having the 
courage of their conviction could not be 
found. * 

In the meantime a bill for injunction had 
been prepared and filed in Judge Tuiey’s 
court without bond. In the face of this ap- 
plication for an injunction the contractors 
commenced to dig up the street to put in 
foundations for the superstructure. Ihe at- 
torneys of the association were informed of 
the situation, and said they would see what 
could be done about it. Near 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon I was requested by telephone to ap- 
pear at the office of the attorneys. 

Bonds Are Furnished. 

J went to their office, and was informed 
they hud made provisions for the necessary 
bonds to procure à temporary injunction and 
also to indemnify me, as I represented the 


Lake Street Defensive Association as an orig- 


inal member and member of the Executive 
committee, and was not fool enough 
to attempt to fight a strong corporation 
singie-handed. ‘The bonds were furnished 
by the American Surety company, which was 
indemnified, by whom I did not know at the 
time, but since have been informed by Mr. 
Gurley, attorney for the Metropolitan L com- 
pany. I learned that he personally placed 
the securities with tne Amerigan Surety com- 
pany to indemnify that company, and he also 
was indemnified. I feit that if there were 
other interests opposed to the erection of the 
road in Lake street willing to assist the prop- 
erty-owners in their fight because their inter- 
ests were identical and mutual we had a per- 
fect right to accept such assistance. 

The attorneys appeared before Judge Gib- 
bons and procured a temporary injunction, 
afterwards modified by stipulation and con- 
sent of our attorneys, permitting the putting 
in of the foundations. In this matter I was 
not personally consulted. Collins, Goodrich, 
Darrow, and Vincent were paid a retainer 
fee of $500 Oct. 5 by the Lake Street Assu- 
ciation. When this bill was brought for the 
temporary injunction ex-J udge Cuilins said to 
me, Now, if we go into this thing we ex 
you to stand by us to the end,’ to which I as. 
sented and said, I expect upon the other 
hand that you will stay by me to the end,’ to 
which he assented. I told ex-Judge Goodrich 
after consultmg a prominent attorney that 
they could be released provided they would 


give ten days’ notice, surrender all 
papers they had prepared, and agree 
not to- appear on the other side, 


It appears that the Metropolitan interests be- 
came united with those of the Lake Street L 
when an agreement was reached between 
tnem in relation to a down-town loop. I was 
informed by the association’s attorneys that 
they wished to withdraw from the case, the 
reasons given being that the Metropolitan 
company, by which the legal firm was regu- 
lariy retained, wished to have the suit dropped. 
Withdrawal of the Attorneys. 

„»The first conversation I had in regard to 
the withdrawal of the attorneys was with ex- 
Judge Collins. Lasked him if they would 
turn over the brief in the case, a document of 
ninety-six pages. Hesaid he thought they 
would rather return the fee they had received 
from the association. I toid him we would 
not receive it upon any consideration what- 
ever, and notified our treasurer pot to receive 
it. I received notice Jan. 16 from the at- 
torneys that Monday, Jan. 21, they would ask 


leave to withdraw their appearance as 
complainants’ solicitors. At 11:30 
o'clock the morning of Jan. 18 I re- 


ceived notice from the American Surety 
company that at 2 p. m. that day it would ap- 
pear before Judge Tuthiil and ask the cout 
to enter an order allowing it to withdtaw as 
surety on the injunction bond. At the hour 
named the attorney for the Surety company 
and Clarence Knight forthe Lake street L 
appeared before the court and made the mo- 
tion, and permission to withdraw was given. 
Attorney Puiver appeared in behalf of the 
association, but, of course, was not familiar 
with the case. At his request the associa- 
tion was given until Monday to file a new 
bond in the sum of $100,000. It might as 
well have been $1,000,000,000. At this 
olnt I placed my interests in the hands of 
zangs, Wood and Bangs with general instruc- 
tion to get me out of the scrape in the best 
way they could, Further deponent sayeth 
not.

The Aidermen finally agreed to defer 
their report until President Judson 
of the Economic company appeared, 
The City Council may consider a proposition 
to forfeit the franchise of the Consumers’ 
company ow to alleged illegal use of its 
mains. Since Judge Windes’ decree ordering 
the gas com panies to maintain separate offices 
the Consumers’ has had an office of its own.

This 
opportunity, it is asserted, could be taken ad- 
vantage of by smart men who have influence 
in the board and who, when they learn of a 
big line having been placed through a broker, 
might quietly obtain a reclassification at a 
lower rate and thus secure the business. That 
the old rute. or perhaps a higher one, is put in 
force when these same policies come to be re- 
newed would not trouble them, as they know 
the broker can not possibly do any better in 
the way of prices. 

It is char that there isa ring ian the as- 
sociation t controls most of the valuable 
inventions for protection against fire, such as 

automatic sprinklers, escapes, hatchways, 
buckets, etc., and on those that are not owned 
outright the ring getsa stiff commission. A 
man who has put up or bought a large build- 
ing appiies through his broker for a line of 
insurance. The association inspectors make 
a survey and the rate is fixed at $1. The 
owner remonstrates and it is pointed out to him 
that his structure has no patent hatchways or 
iron shutters or buckets and so on, and that if 
he wants to get a reduced rate he muat equip 
it with these contrivances forthwith, and he 
generally does. Pretty much everything in 
the way of anti-fire devices is thus forced on 
people whether there is any real necessity for 
them or not. 

Association Is an Facuabuas«, 

Insurance men who ought to know say that 
Chicago Underwriters’ Association in its pres- 
ent shape is an unneceseary organization, ex- 
pensive to the companies, unjust to the non- 
votmg members who are forced to join it, and 
detrimental to the people who by reason of 
its machinations have to pay excessive rates 
for insurance. The general building con- 
struction in Chicago ranks as high as that in 
any city in the East, and the local Fire De- 
partment and water supply are as good if not 
hetter than those of any Atlantic seaport 
town, Why. then, these experts ask, should 
rutes be so much higher here than t in 
force in Boston, New York, and Baltimore, if 
it is not the work of the Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation? Various plans for relief have been 
suggested, the most favored of which is a bill 
now being drawn that will broaden the scope 
of the present anti-conspiracy law so that it 
will be possible to work a reform in the in- 
surance field. 

Mr. Trimmgham, the Secretary of the asso- 
ciation, admits that there is some dissatisfac- 
tion, but thinks there is little real cause for 
it. So far as the discrepancy in rates between 
New York and Chicago is concerned Mr, 
Trimmgham is at sea. He confirms the state- 
ment t there is a wide discrimination 
against this city on some risks and that as a 
general thing rates are much higher here than 
in the East, but he is unable to assign any

THEY STICK TO THEIR LOAN STORY. 


Question Seems to Be One of Veracity Be- 
tween Altgeld und Eaves, 

Anna, III., Jan. 29.—[Special.]—Gov, Alt- 
geld denies in press dispatches the charge 
that the removal of Treasurer Eaves of the 
Insane Hospital followed his (Altgeld's) at- 
tempt to borrow $10,000 from Mr. Eaves. 
That Gov. Altgeld attempted to borrow this 
sum of money first from Mr. Eaves and then 
from the bank where Mr. Eaves deposits hos- 
pital funds is borne out by statements of Mr. 
Eaves, H. FP. Tuthill, cashier, and J. C. Nord- 
ling, teller of the bank. The facts as given 
by them are substantially as follows: 

Dr. W. C. Lence, Superintendent of the 
hospital, returned one day about Nov. 15 
from Springfield, where he had been sum- 
moned by a dispatch from Gov, Altgeld. He 
went directly from the train to the First Na- 
tional Bank, where he found the teller, J. C. 
Nordling. He asked Mr. Nordling if Troas- 
urer Eaves did not keep the hospital funds on 
deposit in that bank and if he (Nordling) did 
not keep Mr. Eaves’ books. Receiving an 
affirmative reply the doctor told Nordling 
Gov. Altgeld wanted to borrow 510, 
OOO for thirty days at the usual rates 
of interest and would give as security 
Unity Building stock to the amount of 
$40,000. He asked Nordling to go and see 
Mr. Eaves about making the loan, as he 
(Lence) had to hurry te the hospital. It 
seems, however, that the doctor found time to 
see Eaves himself, and receiving an abrupt re- 
fusal from that gentleman he went back to 
the bank and proposed that it (the bank) 
make the loan. Mr. Nordiing told the doctor 
that the matter would be referred to the cash- 
ier on his return from dinner and an answer 
would be telephoned to the hospital. Later 
the doctor was telephoned that the sum asked 
was beyond the bank’s loan limit to one indi- 
vidual and that Unity stock was not quoted 
and its value unknown. 

Dr. Lence then wired Gov. Altgeld that he 
was unable to negotiate the loan. In this 
connection it is proper to state that Mr. Nord- 
limg has been acting as paymaster as well as 
bookkeeper for Mr. Eaves, and that he has 
- visiting the hospital each — to pay 
the employés, On the pay-day following the 
— 2 tabaatint to arrange for the loan 
for the Governor Dr. Lenee showed to Mr. 
Nordiing the telegram which he had sent to 
Gov. Altgeld. Later, when the Governor 
ordered the return to the State Treasury 
of the $81,000 surplus of hospital 
funds deposited in the First National 
Bank, Dr. Lence said to Mr. Nordluig he 
wanted the bank people to know that he 
(Lence) had nothing to do with the order, and 
he intimated further that he believed the Gov- 
ernor would not have beensourgent about 
the return of the money had tne bank people 
written him a conciliatory letter explaining 
‘their inability to make the loan. The Govy- 
erno?’s request for Mr. Eaves’ resignation 
followed later. 

Mr. Eaves and Mr. Nordling were indignant 
when shown the press dispatches containing 
Gov. Altgeld’s denial of any sttempt to bor- 
row money. Both expressed a willingness to 
make affidavit that they were approached by 
Dr. Lence with a request for a ioan to Gov. 
Altgeld as above related.

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THE REV. 8, A. ATTEBERRY TELLS OF 
EFFORTS TO SAVE WOMEN. 


Though Organized Only About a Year, 
Nas Accomplished Much and Ex pects 
to Doa Great Deal More=The Problem 
to Be Shown Up from the Stand point 
of Wages, Showing the Cause of Much 
of the Trouble. 


The impassioned appeals of Mrs. Maud 
Ballington Booth have attached peculiar in- 
terest to unfortunate outcasts of society." No 
more effective work is being accomplished in 
Chicago for the reformation of women 
than that of, a comparatively new and 
unique organization known as the Co- 
operative Aid and Rescue “Society, with 
headquarters in the Woman's Temple. Scarce- 
a year old, little or nothing has been written 
of the organization, which has the sanction of 
well-known reform societies and is working 
in codperation with the rescue homes for 
women, and, to a certain extent, with the 
churches. 

The President of the society is a compara- 
tively young man, the Rev. S. A. Atteberry, 
who had charge of a church in Iowa after 
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THE REV. 8. A. ATTEBERRY. 


graduation from the Chicago University. To 
a representative of Tun Trreune he talked 
yesterday ufternoon of the work already ac- 
complished and the plans for the future. 

In March, the date of organization, be- 
gan Mr. Atteberry, we immediately und er- 
took tours among the Chicago brothels for 
the purpose of reclaiming young girls. In 
one of the notorious establishments on the 
levee was found an intelligent young woman 


who, when asked if she did not 
want to lead a better life, burst 
into tears and said she did. It happens 


that the night previous she had attempted 
suicide by turning on the gas, so unhappy was 
she. We paid debts amounting to $065 and 
took her to a rescue home on the West Side. 
The fortunate result is that today she is a 
faithful deaconess working in that part of the 
city. This is only one Illustration. 


Tries to Prevent. 


The organization is unique in that it be- 
lieves an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. Thus its purpose is two-fold 
—not only to reclaim the failen woman but 
to do preventive work both in and out of 
Chicago. In reply to the question as to the 
circumstances of the formation of the society, 
the Rev. Mr. Atteberry said: 

“In 1893 about 800 girls were rescued 
from the brothels of Chicago, but as fast as 
one was lifted another fell. It seemed that 
the city could never be redeemed in that 
way, eo we were led to seek for 
some way to save the girls before they 
reached the city. In studying the question 
we found a large per cent of the fallen in Chi- 
cago were young women born and bred in 
country towns, who came to the city to work. 
Being ignorant of the traps of metropolitan 
life, they become easy victims, It was evident 
that the first thing to be done was to bring the 


that we might be informed when these giris 
came to tne city, and aid them in securing 
employment and finding congenial homes. 
Not only this, but the society codperates with 
the various rescue homes, and when a girl is 
found in the siums who is anxious to lead a 
new life she is taken to a home which best 
meets her needs. 

How is the preventive work outside Chi- 
eago accomplished?’ was the interested in- 
terrogation. 

As has been said, 75 per cent of the un- 
fortunate women come from small towns. 
Our woikers go from town to town, hold a 
meeting of philanthropic peuple, the outcome 
of whichis the appointment of a superin- 
tendent, who notifies us at once when a 
girl comes unprotected to Chicago. After 
the arrival of the newcomer she is called 
upon by local members of the organization, 
and, in every possible way, freed from the 
dangers of city life. In this way Illinois, 
particularly the northern part, is thoroughly 
orgauized. In time the work will be diffused 
over the entire country. As yet, you know, 
the society is not a year old, but the results 
have beeu most gratifying.”’ 

During the ten months of its existence 
how many giris have been permanently re- 
formed through the efforts of the society?’ 


Good Work Is Done. 


In codéperation with the rescue homes at 
least 500 women have been removed from 
their evil abiding places, and of this number 
75 per cent have held out in their new resolu- 
tions for a better life.“ 

What financial support has the society in 
its work? 

Our expenses are light,“ was the answer, 
tor the work is to a degree a labor of love. 
However, we receive money from a_publica- 
tion called the Rescue Hvangelist, and by the 
payment of $25, which entities a member of 
the society to a life raembership. 

Just now we are making particularly in- 
teresting investigations continued the Pres- 
ident of the organization; our work being 
among what we call tne best class of street- 
walkers. There is one place on Wabash ave- 
nue, for instance, which I have visited. 
There I have talked with eight or ten 
girls of good Christian homes in Chicago who 
frequent this place in the day-time and delude 
their parents into the belief that they are at 
work, These arethe beginners, They talk 
freely—you have no idea how glad they 
are to talk—and ask if 1 can 
get them a position where they can make a 
living. Only Saturday night a zoung girl 
told mein an unhappy voice, ‘I do not like 
this. I worked in a store, but could not make 
wages enough, If can get a position 1 
would give up the life.“ The trouble is,“ con- 
tinued the narrator, that girls do not receive 
enough wages to be free from temptation.” 
The problem is to be attacked in Chicago 
from ‘the standpoint of the wage question. 
The Rev. Dr. John Rusk, pastor of a North 
Side church anc Acting President of the So. 
ciety for the Prevention of Crime, has recent) 
ly made startling investigations along this 
line and promises a public statement ot facts 
and figures at an early date. 

‘*Many letters come to us from mothers 
who are heartbroken because of wayward 
daughters,” coptiqued the Rev. Mr. Atte 
berry. 
Know Nothing of It. 


„On the other hand there are hundreds of 
mothers happy in their homes beyond Chica- 
go who little dream that their daughters are 
selling sonis for bread on the streets of this 
city. Many a girl has said when asked if her 
mother knew of her dowufall. My mother 
thinks I ain doing honest work here—it would 
kill her if she knew.’ Many of these girls say 
that as soon as they can get money enough to 
pay their debts and buya ticket home they 
are determined to leave the city.“ 

Said another of the workers, the Rev. T. G. 
Atteberry, editor of the Rescue Evangelist: 
„We purpose soon to extend the work in be. 
half ot colored girls, There is not a home in 
Chicago for them and many are so anxious 
for a new life. In u short time the colored 
pastors will be visited and an effort made to 
interest them in the movement.“

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JUDGE GROSSOUP MAKES A RULING 
AGAINST THE DEFENSE. 


Declares That if the Effect of a Consp 
; to Stop Mail Trains It Is Not Nec- 
es for the Government to Prove 
That That Was the Expressed Object of 
the Conspirators—The Fact of a Con- 


spiracy and the Result Proved, All Is 
Proved. 


Judge Grosscup yesterday overruled the 
contention of the defense in the Debs case 
that the obstruction of the railronds was not 
necessarily an obstruction of the mails, 
though such obstruction may have resulted. 
This decision knocked from under the de- 
fense one of its strongest props. 

Judge Grosscup, in deciding the issue raised 
before the adjournment of the court Monday 
evening, said; 

The indictment charges the defendants with 
conspiring to obstruct the mails of the United 
States. I do not know that it is necessary for the 
government to prove the agreement was in terms 
to obstruct the mails; ifthe effect of the con- 
spiracy was to obstruct the mails it would be 
sufficient. If the natural, reasonable, and almost 
inevitabie result of an agreement was to stop all 
trains the government may prove such substan- 
tial agreement. Whether the agreement was 
lawful or unlawful is the question on which the 
battle will be fought. If it was the intent

After the rebuttal ev- 
idence was presented a motion was made to 
quash the indictment as to him, ing 
which an agreement was made that Mr. Har- 
per should be given three days’ notice before 
the government introduced any further testi- 
mony on Hannahan. 

M. Myron said he-had called out the men at 
Fordham on the Illinois Central in pursuance 
of his order from union. He had gone to 
Trainmaster Egan and toid him if the road 
cut off the Pullman cars the switchmen would 
go to work, if not they refused to work. The 
witness said he had gone to Egan in pursu- 
ance of his construction of the orders given 
him. Objection was made by the course! for 
the defense that Egan wasnot a member of 
the union. and what transpired between My- 
ron and Egan was not relevant to the issue. 
The court ordered the evidenceexcluded. The 
defense did not cross-examine Myron, aa it 
intends to call him again for the defense. 

L. E. Hurley said he was at Blue Island in 
the first days of the strike. and left Chicago 
July 7 in fear of arrest. He had heard How- 
ard say no man taking the place of a striker 
would ever get work again. He heard Debs 
say he would tie up the Grand Trunk so tight 
that a fly could not get through it. Debs had 
told him after the Blue Island mass-meeting 
that Pullman cars must be stopped, mail 
cars or no mail cars. The witness then ro- 
lated the throwing of a switch by James Mer- 
vin at Blue Isl June 30 and the derailing 
of a train carrying three Pulimans and a 
baggage car. On cross-examination the wit- 
ness repeated that Debs had told him to stop 
Pullman cars, mail or no mail cars, and Mr. 
Darrow confronted him with his evidence 
before the contempt court, in which, refer- 
ring to the same circumstances, the witness 
said Debs had cautioned the men not to in- 
terfere with the mail cars. 

In the afternoon Mr. Harper asked and se- 
cured consent to hear Mr. Hanrahan in his 
own defense. The witness said that his or- 
ganization had contracts with the railroads 
and could not take any partin the strike. 
He was in sympathy with the ‘contention of 
the American Railway Union, but was bound 
by his duty to his own organization to KE 
out of the strike.

OLEARING- THE WALKS OF SNOW. 


Shovelers of All Sorts and How They Go 
About Their Work. 

The recent abundant fall of snow has given 
anumber of men employment who might 
otherwise have gone without it. When work 
is not to be had anywhere else a man witha 


| snow shovel can earn a dollar in a compara- 


tively brief time and with a comparatively 
small expenditure of muscle. He must get 
out early before the small boy has developed 
the idea that he intends to earn papa’s dime 
by doing it himself, and he must make as 
much hay as possible before the sun shines. 
The sun not only takes away a good deal of 
his raw material, but it makes what is left a 
good deal harder tc deal with, particularly if 
the thaw is followed by a freeze. When snow 
is too light it is very difficult to handle; it’s 
hard to pick up and it has a trick of not stay- 
ing where it is put. If, on the other hand, the 
snow is too heavy, it requires more effort to 
manipulate it and it is liable to stick to the 
shovel. It gets sad like bread that is not well 
done. 

The snov-shoveler generally roams alone, 
but sometimes he comes in pairs. Where two 
men work together they can accomplish more 
than twice as much as either can working sep- 
arately. By working side by side each can 
the overflow from the other man’s 

And then there is the corps d’esprit 
coOperation always gives. Occasion- 
ally more than two men work together, and 
one of the company is the solicitor and re- 
ceives a small commission from the rest in 
addition to his salary. 

Along vacant lots the snow is cleared away 
by an employé of the city who comes along 
with his vel before the average citizen is 
out of bed, This shovel is a large one, and is 
operated by one horse-power. operator
